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PREFACE. 



Highly and justly as we prize our Prayer Book, I am 
not sure that we value it highly enough. Not only as a 
Book made really for use by the people, and as one " un- 
derstanded" by the people, has it no fellow ; but in the 
service, which it contains, for the celebration of the 
Lord's Supper, it has indeed caught the just mean, 
between the too much, and the too little, and sticking 
closely to the ancient type, has given us for the highest 
act of Christian worship, the fullest and stateliest form 
•of sound words, known in the western Church. 

In the following pages, I have tried to show the anal- 
ogy between the worship of the old Covenant, and that 
of the new : and the exact conformity of our Liturgy 
with that of the earliest Christians.

The analogy between the Jewish and Christian worship 
seems to have been overlooked by English and Roman 
writers. This has arisen perhaps from the fact that no- 
thing in their services drew attention to it. Or rather, 
that the very form of their services, the structure or want 
of structure of their Canon, prevented any suspicion of 
there being such an analogy. 

With our own it is different. The arrangement of the 
parts of the Canon, its rubrics, directions, and appellations, 
everything points to this analogy. The more it is inves- 
tigated, the clearer will it become. The thought that 
such might be the case, as we go on in our inquiries, and 
study more and more carefully the holy Scriptures, the 
old Liturgies, and our own " Order for the administration 
of the Lord's Supper, or Holy Communion," grows into 
a plain and absolute certainty. 

In the extracts which I have given, very fully, from the 
oldest of all the Liturgies, that known as St. Clement's, 
and more briefly, from those of St. James and St. Mark, 
is contained enough to show, that all the earliest Liturgies 
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are framed on the one sole type of public worship, given 
by God to His servant Moses. 

The subject demands a patient and careful examina- 
tion. And I ask such for it. 

It has been necessary to quote the various authorities 
at great length. A bare reference to their works would 
have been useless, as they are not readily accessible, nor 
in everybody's hands. Nor are we, generally, so fond of 
study and research, that we will be at the pains to do 
anything more, than read what is put into our hands, and 
made ready for our use.

EXPLANATION OF CERTAIN TERMS. 

The Anaphora is the most solemn part of the Divine 
Liturgy. It begins with the " Lift up your hearts." 

The earlier portion of the service is called the Pro- 
anaphora. 

Bema. The ' Sanctuary, containing the altar, in an 
Eastern Church. 

Canon, is that part of the Liturgy which contains the 
Words of Institution, the Oblation, and the Invocation. 

Diptychs. The List of names of living and dead, 
who are to be commemorated at the Eucharist. 

Hymns. The Angelic hymn is the Gloria in Excelsis. 

The Trisagion is the " Holy God, Holy Almighty, 
Holy immortal, pity us. 

The Tersanctus is # the Triumphal Hymn of the incar- 
nate Conqueror, from Isaiah vi. and generally with the 
words from Psalm 118, 26, added. 

The Preface, begins with " Lift up your hearts" and 
ends with the Triumphal Hymn. 

Pastophoria are the two chambers or rooms on either 
side of the Sanctuary in an Eastern Church ; called, the 
one to the north, Prothesis; the one to the south, Dia- 
conicon.

The first sacrifice with full Mosaic ritual is minutely 
described in the ninth chapter of Leviticus. 

Bezaleel, the son of Uri, of the tribe of Judah, and 
Aholiab, the son of Ahisamach, and every wise hearted 
man and every wise hearted woman, into whom the Lord 
put wisdom and understanding, had finished the tabernacle 
and all its contents, the ark and the mercy-seat and the 
cherubim, the altars of burnt offering and of incense, the 
table of shewbread, and the laver with its foot, the hang- 
ings, and the coverings, and all instruments of service, 
the holy garments, for glory and for beauty, the mitre, the 
breastplate with the Urim and the Thummim, "all the 
names of the fathers graven thereon." Everything was 
done according to the pattern showed to Moses in the 
Mount; and Moses looked upon it, and he blessed them. 

And now the congregation of Israel was gathered toge- 
ther, full of hope and expectation, of wonder and of fear. 

And it came to pass on the eighth day that Moses called 
Aaron and his sons and the elders of Israel. And Moses 
said to Aaron, Take for thyself a young calf for a sin 
offering, and a ram without blemish for a burnt offering, 
and offer them before the Lord. 

And to the elders of Israel speak saying, Take ye a kid

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of the goats for a sin offering, and a young calf, and a lamb 
of the first year, without blemish, for a burnt offering, and 
a bullock, and a ram, for a peace offering before the Lord, 
and fine flour mingled with oil, for to-day the Lord will 
appear unto you. 

And they took as Moses commanded, before the taber- 
nacle of witness. And all the congregation drew near and 
stood before the Lord. And Moses said, This is the 
word that the Lord commanded that ye should do, and 
the glory of the Lord shall appear unto you. 

And Moses said to Aaron, Go to the altar, and offer thy 
sin offering and thy burnt offering, and make an atonement 
for thyself and for thine house. And offer the gifts of the 
people, and make an atonement for them, as the Lord 
commanded Moses. And Aaron went to the altar, and 
slew the calf of the sin offering for himself. And the sons 
of Aaron brought the blood to him, and he dipped his fin- 
ger in the blood, and put it on the horns of the altar. 
And he poured out the blood at the bottom of the altar. 
And the fat, and the kidneys, and the lobe of the liver of 
the sin offering, he brought upon the altar, as the Lord 
commanded Moses.* 

And he slew the burnt offering, and the sons of Aaron 
brought the blood to him, and he poured it out upon the 
altar roundabout. And they brought the burnt offering 
to him, part by part, and he placed them and the head 
upon the altar. And he washed the inwards, and the feet, 
with water, and placed upon the burnt offering upon the 
altar. 

And he brought the gift of the people. And he took

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the goat for the people's sin offering and slew it, and 
cleansed it, like as the first. And he brought the burnt 
offering, and did it as was fitting. And he brought the 
sacrifice, and he filled his hands with it, and placed upon 
the altar apart from the morning burnt offering. And he 
slew the bullock and the ram of the people's peace offering. 
And the sons of Aaron brought the blood to him, and he 
poured out by the altar round about. And the fat of the 
bullock, and the loins of the ram, and the fat which 
covereth the inwards, and the two kidneys, and the fat 
upon them, and the lobe of the liver, and he placed the 
fat upon the breast, and brought the fat upon the altar. 
And the breast and the right shoulder, Aaron took away, 
a heave offering before the Lord, as the Lord commanded 
Moses. 

And Aaron, lifting up his hands upon the people, blessed 
them, and came down when he had offered the sin offering, 
and the burnt offering, and the peace offering. And Moses 
and Aaron went into the tabernacle of witness, and coming 
out blessed all the people. 

And the glory of the Lord appeared to all the people. 

And fire came out from the Lord and devoured what 
was on the altar, and the burnt offering, and the fat. 

And all the people saw it, and were astonied, and fell 
upon their faces.* 

I have taken this account from the Septuagint version, 
for it presents a clear and complete idea of the entire func- 
tion, free from the apparent inconsistencies and contra- 
dictions, of our own version, and of the Vulgate. It will 
be seen that it divides itself naturally into three distinct

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actions : the preparation of the victim ; the oblation ; the 
coming of the fire "from before the Lord." 

The Jews maintain that this sacred fire never was 
allowed to die out, and that all future sacrifices were to 
be consumed by it. When Nadab and Abihu, the two 
sons of Aaron, ventured to put strange fire into their cen- 
sers, and to offer before the Lord, they were smitten at 
once for their folly, and died in the very midst of the 
sacred solemnities, and dread festivities. 

It is reasonable enough to suppose that this was the 
case, and that no interruption took place, until the mad 
ardour of the people took the ark from the holy of holies 
and the tabernacle of witness, into the field with them 
against the Philistines. The Philistines indeed stricken 
with terror, returned the Ark which they had captured, 
to the Israelites, but it never was taken back to its ancient 
home. It tarried here and there, until David brought it 
'with shoutings, with music, and with dancings, to the tent 
■which he had prepared for it, in the City of David, which 
is Zion. 

The tabernacle itself remained widowed and deserted, 
until Solomon brought it to the Temple, which he had 
built to the name of the Lord, in Jerusalem, great and 
exceeding magnifical, and of fame through all lands. 



The Temple was finished, in the place that David had 
prepared, in the threshing floor of Oman the Jebusite. 
Huram, the man of Tyre, whose mother was of the tribe 
of Dan, had done his work at the command of the young 
king. Everything was completed, according to the direc- 
tions of David, which he had by the Spirit of the Lord 
resting upon him. Once again the congregation of Israel 
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were gathered together, once again they waited in breath- 
less awe and expectation. We are told that sheep and 
oxen were sacrificed that could not be told or numbered 
for multitude, and the priests waited on their offices, but 
the prayer of offering was made not by Zadok as Aaron's 
successor, but "by Solomon himself. 

" Now, my God let I beseech Thee Thine eyes be open 
and let Thine ears be attent unto the prayer that is made 
in this place. Now therefore arise O Lord God into 
Thy resting place, Thou and the Ark of Thy strength : 
let Thy priests O Lord God be clothed with salvation 
and let Thy saints rejoice in goodness. O Lord God 
turn not away the face of Thine Anointed, remember the 
mercies of David Thy servant. 

" Now when Solomon had made an end of praying, the 
fire came down from heaven, and consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices: and the glory of the Lord 
filled the house."* 

Alas that Solomon, son of David, lost his birthright. 
Not from him but from Nathan his brother, son also of 
Bathsheba, comes the Saviour of the world. There is no 
sadder chapter in the Bible than that twenty-second of 
Jeremiah, where the prophet takes up one by one the last 
kings of Judah, the last descendants of Josiah, that one 
only king against whom no fault is found, and rejects them 
all, "Is this man Coniah a despised broken idol, is he a 
vessel wherein is no pleasure, wherefore are they cast 
out, he and his seed, and are cast into a land which they 
knew not. O earth, earth, earth, hear the word of the 
Lord. Thus saith the Lord, write this man childless, a 
man that shall not prosper in his days: for no man of his

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seed shall prosper, sitting upon the throne of David, and 
ruling any more in Judah."* 

At this dedication of the temple, in the sacrifices there 
offered, there is seen again the three distinct actions : the 
preparation of the victim ; the offering to Ihe Almighty ; 
the coming down of fire from heaven. 

And this sacred fire, thus mercifully renewed, was kept 
alive until the destruction of the temple by Nebuchad- 
nezzar. It was wanting in the second temple, as was also 
the Urim and Thummim. The writer of the second book 
of the Maccabees, endeavors to meet this want. u For 
when our fathers were led into Persia, the priests that 
were then devout took the fire of the altar privily, and 
hid it in an hollow place of a pit without water, where 
they kept it secure so that the place was unknown of all 
men. Now after many years when it pleased God Nee- 
mias, being sent from the king of Persia did send of the 
posterity of those priests that had hid it to the fire : but 
when they told us they found no fire, but thick water : 
then commanded he them to draw it up and to bring it: 
and when the sacrifices were laid on, Neemias commanded 
the priests to sprinkle the wood and the things laid there- 
upon with the water. When this was done, and the time 
came that the sun shone, which afore was hid in the cloud, 
there was a great fire kindled, so that every man mar- 
velled. * * * * * And Neemias called this thing 
Naphtar, which is as much as to say, a cleansing : but 
many men call it Nephi."t

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There is no more mysterious personage in all the pages 
of Scripture than Elijah the Tishbite. He comes upon 
us unannounced, he leaves us carried by a chariot of fire, 
alive, from the earth. His life is passed among the rebel- 
lious tribes, who followed Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who 
taught Israel to sin. He is a prophet and a preacher of 
righteousness. Is he also a priest? He offered up sacri- 
fices unto the Lord, which Aaron and his sons only, were 
authorized to do. 

"And Elijah said unto all the people, Come near unto 
me. And all the people came near unto him. And he 
repaired the altar of the Lord that was broken down. 
And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the number 
of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of 
the Lord came, saying, Israel shall be thy name ; and 
with the stones he built an altar in the name of the Lord: 
* * * and he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock 
in pieces and laid him on the wood. ***** And it 
came to pass at the time of the offering of the evening 
sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near and said, 
Lord God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be 
known this day that Thou art God in Israel, and that I 
am Thy servant, and that I have done all these things at 
Thy word. Hear me, O Lord ; hear me, that this people 
may know that Thou art the Lord God, and that Thou 
hast turned their heart back again. Then the fire of the 
Lord fell, and consumed the burnt sacrifice, and the wood, 
and the stones, and the dust, and licked up the water that 
was in the trench."* 

Here once more are the three distinct actions, following 
in their natural and necessary order : the preparation of 
the victim ; the offering ; " God answering by fire."

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It is plain, therefore, that according to the Old Testa- 
ment, sacrifice to the Lord, to be acceptable and precious 
in His sight, must contain these three things — of a fourth 
I shall speak afterwards — namely, first, the careful selec- 
tion of the victim or offering, and its just as careful pre- 
paration, the best of the flock or of the herd, spotless and 
perfect, having no blemish or superfluity, in full health, 
and complete life ; the finest wheat flour ; the best and 
costliest incense, compounded by the art of the apothe- 
cary ; the purest and choicest oil : second, the deliberate 
and purposeful offering of these to the Lord, according to 
His command and done in such wise as He has ordained : 
third, the application of fire-r-a fire either immediately or 
mediately from God Himself. 



And yet " the Law having a shadow of good things 
to come, and not the very image of the things," could 
" never with these sacrifices which they offered year by 
year continually, make the comers thereunto perfect." 

"Above when He said, Sacrifice and offering and burnt 
offerings and offerings for sin Thou wouldest not, neither 
hadst pleasure therein ; which are offered by the Law ; 
then said He, Lo, I come to do Thy will, O God. He 
taketh away the first, that He may establish the second. 
By the which will we are sanctified through the offering 
of the body of Jesus Christ once for all."

A very fair account of the public worship of the early 
Christians is given to us in the first apology* of Justin 
Martyr to the Emperor Antonine. It is drawn in broad 
and clear outline. There is no reserve, no hiding of any- 
thing. Investigation is courted, urged, demanded. What 
his fellow-Christians did in their assemblies for worship, 
what they believed and taught, he tells out clearly and 
simply, transparently true. We, who in our day, are 
believing as they believed, and are worshipping as they 
worshipped, will have no trouble in filling in this outline. 

Justin Martyr was born of Roman parents in Samaria, 
A. D. 114, about ten years after the death of the holy 
apostle Saint John. After studying in the various schools 
of the Philosophers — he enumerates in his Dialogue with 
Trypho the Jew,. a Stoic, a Peripatetic, a Pythagorean 
and a Platonist, to whom he respectively applied for in- 

* "And be ready always to give an answer I Greek, Apology] 
to every man that asketh you a reason of the hope that is in you, 
but with meekness and fear. Having a good conscience, that 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of evil-doers, they may be 
ashamed that falsely accuse your good conversation in Christ." 
(1 Peter iii. 15, 16.) The " But" in verse 15 is inserted by 
Tischendorf, and Wordsworth, from A. B. C. It certainly makes 
the sense of the passage clearer. 

St. Justin's whole Apology is a grand comment on this text. 
He does in a masterly way, just what the Apostle bids to do, 
the earliest and not the least of Christian apologists. 
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struction in the way of life and truth — and finding no rest 
of mind or satisfaction in them, he at last, by the good 
hand of the Lord upon him, became acquainted with 
Christianity. All this he tells us himself in the Dialogue. 
He was attracted by the tenets of the new doctrine, by the 
lives and conduct of its followers, by the story of the Son 
of God, who for us and for our salvation took flesh of the 
blessed Virgin Mary. 

Settling in Rome as a Christian teacher, or Christian 
philosopher, for he never took holy orders, he there wrote 
his two Apologies, to the Emperor and the Senate. He 
suffered martyrdom in the reign of Marcus Aurelius, the 
Philosopher, A. I>. 165. Crescens the Cynic w r as the 
chief instigator of his death, as he himself had anticipated. 

From the First Apology, written perhaps in A. D. 138 
or 139, I quote the well-known passage referred to. 

"But we, after we have thus washed him who has been 
convinced and has assented to our teaching, bring him to 
the place where those who are called brethren are assem- 
bled, in order that we may offer hearty prayers in common 
for ourselves and for the illuminated person, and for all 
others in every place, that we may be counted worthy, 
now that we have learned the truth, by our works also to 
be found good citizens and keepers of the commandments, 
so that we may be saved with an everlasting salvation. 
Having ended the prayers, we salute one another with a 
kiss. There is then brought to the president of the brethren 
bread and a cup of wine mixed with water; and he taking 
them, gives praise and glory to the Father of the universe, 
through the name of the Son and of the Holy Ghost, and 
offers thanks at considerable length for our being counted 
worthy to receive these things at His hands. And when 
he has concluded the prayers and the thanksgivings, all 
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the people present express their assent by saying Amen. 
This word in the Hebrew language is equivalent to So be 
it. And when the president has given thanks, and all the 
people have expressed their assent, those who are called 
by us, deacons, give to each of those present to partake of 
the bread and wine mixed with water over which the 
thanksgiving was pronounced, and to those who are ab- 
sent they carry away a portion. 

And this food is called among us the Eucharist, of 
which no one is allowed to partake but the man who be- 
lieves that the things which we teach are true, and who 
has been washed with the washing that is for the remis- 
sion of sins, and unto regeneration, and wlio is so living 
as Christ has enjoined. For not as common bread and 
common drink do we receive these ; but in like manner 
as Jesus Christ our Saviour, having been made flesh by 
the word of God, hath both flesh and blood for our salva- 
tion, so likewise have we been taught that the food which 
is blessed by the prayer of His word, and from which our 
blood and flesh by transmutation are nourished,* is the 

* It is no easy task to turn Justin's somewhat involved Greek, 
into readable English. Perhaps the following passage from S. 
Irenaeus Book V. ch 2, may help to explain his meaning. 

" Since we are His members and are nourished by the creature 
(which creature He indeed gives us, causing His sun to rise and 
sending rain as He wills) the cup which is from the creature He 
acknowledges to be His own blood, by which He bedews our 
blood, and the bread from the creature He confirms to be His own 
body, by which He increases our bodies. 

" Since therefore the mingled cup and the made bread receive 
the word of God, and the Eucharist becomes the body and blood 
of Christ, from which the substance of our flesh increases and is 
supported, how can they say that the flesh is not receptive of 
the gift of God, which is eternal life, [that flesh] which is nour- 
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flesh and blood of that Jesus who was made flesh. For 
the apostles, in the memoirs composed by them, which 
are called Gospels, have thus delivered unto us what was 
enjoined upon them ; that Jesus took bread, and when He 
had given thanks, said, " This do ye in remembrance of 
Me, This is My body ;" that, after the same manner, hav- 
ing taken the cup and given thanks, He said, * This is 
My blood;' and gave it to them alone. Which the wicked 
demons have imitated in the mysteries of Mithras, com- 
manding the same thing to be done. For, that bread and 
a cup of water are placed with certain incantations in the 
mystic rites of him who is initiated, you either know or 
can learn. 

And we afterwards continually remind each other of 
these things. And the wealthy among us help the needy ; 

ished by the body and blood of the Lord, and is a member of 
Him ? as the blessed Apostle says, in the epistle to the Ephes- 
ians, that we are members of His body, of His flesh, and of His 
bones ; not speaking thus of any spiritual or invisible man (for 
a spirit hath neither flesh nor bones) but of the economy accord- 
ing to the true man, of flesh, and nerves, and bones, subsisting, 
which is nourished from that cup which is His blood, and which 
increases from that bread which is His body. And after the 
same manner that the wood of the vine being laid in the ground 
bears fruit in its own time ; and the grain of wheat falling into 
the ground and decomposing, rises multifoldly, through the 
Spirit of God, which containeth all things ; and then through 
the wisdom of God serve to the use of man, and having received 
the word of God, become Eucharist, which is the -body and blood 
of Christ ; so also our bodies being nourished by the same, and 
being placed in the ground, and dissolved in it, shall rise again 
in their own time, the Word of God giving them a resurrection, 
to the glory of God the Father, Who indeed gives to this mor- 
tal, immortality, and freely grants incorruption to this corrupti- 
ble ; for the power of God is made perfect in weakness." 
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and we always keep together ; and for all things where- 
with we are supplied, we bless the Maker of all through 
His Son Jesus Christ, and through the Holy Ghost. And 
on the day called Sunday, all who live in cities or in the 
country gather together to one place, and the memoirs of 
the Apostles or the writings of the prophets are read, as 
long as time permits ; then, when the reader has ceased, 
the president verbally instructs, and exhorts to the imita- 
tion of these good things. Then we all rise together, and 
pray, and, as we before said, when our prayer is ended, 
bread and wine and water are brought, and the president 
in like manner offers prayers and thanksgivings, according 
to his ability,* and the people assent, saying Amen ; and 
there is a distribution to each, and a participation of that 
over which thanks have been given, and to those who are 
absent a portion is sent by the deacons. And they who 
are well to do, and willing, give what each thinks fit; and 
what is collected is deposited with the president, who suc- 
cours the orphans and widows, and those who, through 
sickness or* any other cause, are in want, and those who 
are in bonds, and the strangers sojourning among us, and 
in a word takes care of all who are in need. But Sun-

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day is the day on which we hold our common assembly, 
because it is the first day on which God, having wrought 
a change in the darkness and matter, made the world ; 
and Jesus Christ our Saviour on the same day rose from 
the dead. For He was crucified on the day before that of 
Saturn (Saturday) ; and on the day after that of Saturn, 
which is the day of the Sun, having appeared to his 
Apostles, and disciples, He taught them these things, 
which we have submitted to you also for your considera- 
tion.*

Fortunately we seem to have preserved to us in great 
exactness of detail, rubrics and all, nearly the whole of 
the original Liturgy of the Church. In the Eighth, 
Seventh, and Second Books of the so-called Apostolical 
Constitutions, the compiler or compilers have embalmed 
for us, in their literary work, thus saving from harm and 
change and deterioration, very precious portions of this 
venerable office. 

We have here sacred words used by Apostles and mar- 
tyrs, day after day, and week after week, older possibly

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than the Gospel of St. Matthew ; older probably than the 
Epistles of St. Paul ; older, most of them, certainly than 
that loveliest and dearest of all writings, the Gospel of St. 
John. From this Liturgy St. Paul. apparently quotes 
more than once.* One quotation of his I hope, to show, 
to be an all-important one. 

These Apostolical Constitutions have had many critics. 
Whiston devotes a volume, says Dr. Donaldson,f to prove 
that they are the most sacred of the canonical books of 
the New Testament. Krabbe thinks that the first seven 
books were written towards the end of the third century ; 
the eighth in the fourth or fifth. Bunsen says, " If we 
expunge a few interpolations we find ourselves unmistak- 
ably in the midst of the Church life of the second and 
third centuries." 

NealeJ denies that the Liturgy contained in these books 
is a real one, i. e., one once in actual use. In this he 
follows, naturally enough, his great master Renaudot; 
and I believe also Goar and Asseman. But Daniel, who 
calls him " rerum sacrarum orientalium hac nostra oetate 
longe peritissimus, quern doctorem veneror atque aini- 
cum,"§ takes him to task for this ; and quotes Drey in op- 
position, who writing many years before, against Krabbe, 
ridicules the notion of an ideal liturgy. Mone, in his 
learned work on the old Gallican Masses, struck with 
their resemblance to this liturgy, thinks it the product of 
some Judaising Christians ; but Daniel|| again denies this,

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and sees only in it Pauline views and Pauline expressions. 
Probst, in his exhaustive work on the Liturgies of the 
first three centuries, maintains the dignity and the genu- 
ineness of this Liturgy, and gives as its home the great 
patriarchate of Antioch. Bickell, in his very persuasive, 
and well reasoned, and well supported treatise, shows that 
it was undoubtedly, in all its essential parts, the one used 
by the Apostles ; derived naturally and simply from the 
services in use by the Jews at the Passover, and never 
deviating from them ; thus explaining satisfactorily what 
Mone thought Judaising, and Daniel the influence of Paul. 

Neale, on a further study of this Liturgy, must have 
somewhat modified his views, for, in his essay on Litur- 
gical quotations, he bursts out concerning it, "that mys- 
terious Liturgy which like the high priest whom it places 
in the van of its commemorations, has (so far at least as 
regards our knowledge) neither beginning of days nor end 
of life."* 

Hammondf gives it great antiquity, and shows its close 
conformity with the outline of Justin Martyr. He dwells 
upon its very elaborate Preface, its detailed thanks to God 
for all His dealings with men, creation, election, redemp- 
tion. And he suggests that this points to a time anterior 
to the development of the Church's annual round of festi- 
val, and holy day, and fast. He instances, also, the very 
lengthy form of dismissal of Catechumens, Energumens, 
Competents, and Penitents, which was afterwards reduced 
to the mere proclamation by the deacon. 

Hammond's book is an exceedingly valuable one, bring- 
ing, as it does, within the reach of every one the wealth 
of the Liturgies of the whole earth. It is edited with

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surprising care and skill. Every pains is taken in every 
way to be of use and assistance to the student. Quota- 
tions from Scripture are printed in thicker type, with 
marginal references. The different parts are carefully 
noted. Attention is called to every particularity, every 
idiosyncrasy. It reflects great credit too upon the skill 
and intelligence of the printers ; those unthought of labour- 
ers to whom we all owe so much, and whom we thank so 
little. It was no trifling task to set all that type, with its 
constant changings and accompaniments. 

As Probst and Bickell have given to this subject great 
labour and painstaking, I shall let follow here quotations 
from their works. And first Probst, who writes : — 

" The oldest liturgies which have been preserved to us 
are that which is contained in the eighth book of the 
Apostolical Constitutions, those of James, and Mark, and 
the Roman; or, as the first most probably belonged to 
the Church of Antioch, we possess the liturgies of the 
patriarchal Sees of Rome, Jerusalem, Antioch, and Alex- 
andria. 

Since the liturgy of the eighth book of the Apostolic 
Constitutions claims to be that which the Apostles pre- 
scribed to the bishops, priests, and deacons, it is also 
called the Apostolical. Since the Apostolical Constitu- 
tions declare that it is the work of the Roman bishop 
Clement, it is also called the Clementine. We shall use 
all three appellations without distinction, but the second 
the oftenest. 

The authorship of Clement is an acknowledged fiction. 
The composition of the first seven books of this writing is 
by general assent placed in the second half of the third 
century, that of the eighth, however, in the first half of 
the fourth century. Although the eighth book belongs 

3* 
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to the fourth century, it must not thence be concluded 
that this is also the case with the liturgy contained in it. 
The collector, for no one denies that this book is a compi- 
lation, who uses old and new, may have included a docu- 
ment which has indeed Clement Roman us for its author, 
and that the liturgy is older than the date of the appear- 
ance of the Apostolical Constitutions is conceded by every 
one. In order to maintain the fiction that this liturgy 
was dictated by the Apostles, the author would not dare 
to reproduce a formulary which had been drawn up in his 
own time. Soon after the Council of Nice indeed, at 
any rate in the time of S. Basil, the liturgy underwent 
alterations. In opposition to these the author went back 
to the old liturgy, and gave it out as the Apostolical. 

Proclus,* Patriarch of Constantinople, in 437 writes 
in his book "on the tradition of the divine liturgy" thus : 
Many bishops and teachers of the Church have left writ- 
ten liturgies. The oldest and most famous are the liturgy 
of St. Clement, which the Apostles themselves had given 
to him (it is plain that the liturgy of the Apostolical Con* 
stitutions is here meant) ; and the liturgy of St. James, the 
first bishop of Jerusalem. Later the great Basil short- 
ened the service, as he perceived that, in consequence of 
the increasing lukewarmness and deterioration of the 
people, the length of the sacred function caused weariness 
in the hearers and worshippers. And for the same reason, 
not long afterwards, our father, John Chrysostom, cut off 
various portions, and especially shortened and condensed • 
the prayers. Thus far, says Drey, the oldest and best 
learned historian of the liturgy. In this testimony lies at

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any rate the challenge to investigate whether so high an 
antiquity belongs to this liturgy. 

Starting from the content of this liturgy, speaking of it 
largely and as a whole, there is nothing in it which would 
prevent its being ascribed to Clement. According to Mone 
it has a Jewish origin, the national reference to the Old 
Testament is everywhere apparent. Heathen Christians 
could not call upon their father Abraham as his descend- 
ants and pray that they might be taken into his bosom. 
Such prayers are very old. In opposition to him Daniel 
remarks: This liturgy seems to me to judaise so little that 
I would call it pauline. The verse II Corinthians vii. 1 : 
" Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and spirit, 
perfecting holiness in the fear of God," occurs seven times 
in it.* And, in a word, we are again and again reminded 
of Antioch as the proper home of the Clementine liturgy. 
In so far as Clement was the one who united in himself 
the pauline and judaic Christian tendency, might the au- 
thor of the epistle from the Church at Rome to the Co- 
rinthians be likewise the composer of this. 

That Epistle and Liturgy stand in close relationship 
was shown. 

Still the Liturgy in its present shape cannot have ema- 
nated from Clement ; for it bears in many parts the sig- 
nature of a later stage of development. The alteration 
conditioned by this later development is not of consequence.

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This Justin's account of the liturgy in use in his day, 
guarantees. This account harmonizes more with the Cle- 
mentine Liturgy, than the Epistle of the Roman bishop 
does. In short we believe that the liturgy in question 
contains essentially the apostolic liturgy. In respect of 
the entire function, the sequence of the prayers, the course 
of thought and the contents of the separate prayers, often 
even the very words, are to be referred to the apostles. 
In saying this, it is not denied that this and that prayer 
have received in the lapse of time a form and shape adapted 
to the needs and circumstances of the time. The collector 
adds also to the documents which he had before him re- 
marks which, as such, belong to the fourth century. As 
he had an interest to ascribe them to the apostles, and in 
second line to Clement of Rome, so he did. It was an 
untruth, when he ascribed this part to the apostle Andrew, 
and that to the apostle James, and the whole liturgy to 
Clement of Rome, as the author of the book ; but this 
untruth concerns the form more than the matter, in so far 
that what he lets the apostles prescribe, and St. Clement 
write down, really, as far as the matter is concerned, does 
go back to the apostles."* 

Bickell has arranged very carefully in parallel columns 
the rites observed by the Jews at the Passover, (and which 
he thinks after diligent research were most probably the 
rites observed by our blessed Lord on that most moment- 
ous night,) and the form of worship as set forth in the 
Clementine liturgy. He has prefixed the Sabbath morn- 
ing Prayer ; and thus is enabled to show the exact corre- 
spondence of the pro-anaphoral and the anaphoral portions

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of the worship of the early Christians with that of the 
Jews. He inserts the words of our Lord in their proper 
place. 

He says: "After the 24th verse of the 136th Psalm 
our Lord most certainly began the consecration, and laid 
it upon His disciples to continue to make the Eucharistic 
offering thus instituted by Him. From the very first, 
therefore, the rehearsal of these consecrating words has 
been looked upon as the essential and unchangeable portion 
of the Liturgy, as their repetition in the 1st Epistle of St. 
Paul to the Corinthians shows."* 

He contends that the two different mentions of the cup 
by St. Luke, refer to the same cup. He shows that the 
meaning is, Ye shall all presently drink of this one cup, 
one after the other, and not, as ye have always heretofore 
done, have, each of you, his own cup. There is no proof, 
he asserts, from Jewish sources, of the modern assertion 
that, at the Passover, the cup passed from hand to hand. 
This custom is distinctly Christian, and began with this 
command of our Lord. 

The portion of Psalms called the Hallel, which was 
always used at the Passover, consisted of the 113th, 1 14th, 
115th, 116th, 117th, (The shortest of all the Psalms and 
containing only the fervid appeal to the heathen : O praise 
the Lord all ye heathen ; praise Him all ye nations. For 
His merciful kindness is ever more and more towards us : 
And the truth of the Lord endureth forever. Praise the 
Lord.) and the 118th Psalms. It is in this 118th Psalm 
at the 25th verse, that the word " Help me now O Lord," 
in the Hebrew, Hosanna, occurs for the one and only time 
in the Old Testament.

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The Hallel was followed immediately by the Great 
Hallel, consisting of the 136th Psalm, to which some au- 
thorities add the 135th. 

Here follows BickelFs arrangement of the Jewish ser- 
vice, which can be compared with the Christian service, 
given a few pages further on.*

" The apostolic origin of our Liturgy becomes complete 
certainty from the exact agreement of the old Canon of 
the Mass with the Hallel of the Passover. This agree- 
ment can only be explained by the immediate and living 
remembrance which the apostles had of that first Eucha- 
ristic celebration on the evening of the 14th Nisan. For 
it could only have been caused by the Institution itself, in

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which Passover and Eucharist were bound up together. 
The fourth Passover cup was consecrated, and the words 
of consecration must therefore have been interpolated into 
the Hallel, which was recited over it. 

The agreement of the Canon with the Hallel is abso- 
lutely undeniable ; which unforced agreement is derived 
solely from the fact that the apostles from the beginning 
thus solemnized the Eucharist, just as the Saviour hud 
prescribed it to them by His own example. Every other 
explanation must lead to the absurd hypothesis that the 
Christians had at first another form for the celebration of 
the Lord's supper, but had put it aside afterwards from a 
sort of antiquarian interest, and substituted one framed 
after the Hallel, in order in this way to call to mind the 
connection between Passover and Eucharist at its first 
institution, an hypothesis which is so unhistorical and 
senseless that it should scarcely find defenders. If the 
Passover ritual had been first made use of in post-apostolic 
days, the essential portions of the Mass would hardly ha\ # e 
been interpolated in exactly those places where as we have 
seen they must have been inserted by Christ Himself on 
that first Maundy Thursday."*

A very large fragment, almost in fact an entire Liturgy, 
is contained, as I have said, in the eighth book of the 
Apostolic Constitutions. It comes in as part of the cere- 
monies in the consecration of a bishop. 

Grant by Thy name O God who knowest the heart* 
that this Thy servant, whom Thou hast chosen to be a 
bishop, may feed Thy holy flock, and be an high priest 
unto Thee, blamelessly serving night and day, and appeas- 
ing Thy countenance, may gather together the number of 
the saved, and offer to Thee the gifts of Thy holy Church. 
Grant to him, O Lord Almighty, through Thy Christ, 
the fellowship of the Holy Spirit, that so he may have 
power to remit sins according to Thy command, to give 
lots according to Thy ordinance, to loose every bond ac- 
cording to the power which Thou gavest to the apostles, 
that he may please Thee in meekness and a pure heart, 
steadfastly, unblamably, unreprovably, offering unto Thee 
the pure and unbloody sacrifice, which by Thy Christ 
Thou hast appointed the mystery of the new Covenant, 
for a savour of sweet smell through Thy holy child Jesus 
Christ, our God and Saviour, through Whom glory, hon- 
our and worship be to Thee, in the Holy Spirit, now and 
always, and forever and ever. 

And when he has thus prayed let all the other priests 
say; Amen. And with them all the people.

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The Service given is apparently that for the day after 
the consecration, when the newly made bishop conducts it. 

The first rubric is : 

And after the reading of the Law, and the Prophets, 
and our Epistles, and the Acts, and the Gospels, let him 
that has been consecrated salute the Church saying: 

The Grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, the love of God 
the Father, and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost be with 
you all. 

And let all answer : And with thy spirit. 

And after the salutation, let him speak to the people

words of exhortation. And when he has finished the word 
of doctrine, all standing up, let the deacon, going up to a 
high place, proclaim : 

Let none of the hearers : let none of the unbelievers 
[remain]. 

Then follows the Deacon's bidding prayer for the cate- 
chumens, their blessing by the bishop, and dismissal. 

Then the Deacon's and bishop's prayers for the ener* 
gumens, and their dismissal. Then those for the compe- 
tents, u e. those ready for baptism, and their dismissal. 
Then those for the penitents, and their dismissal. 

These, though very beautiful and full of devotion, and 
love, and hope, and trust, I omit as not bearing upon the 
subject in hand. 

Then let the deacon sag: Let none of those who ought 
not, draw near. We of the faithful, let us bow the knee ; 
let us beseech God through His Christ. Let us all, with 
one accord, call upon God through His Christ. 

Let us pray for the peace and happy settlement of the 
world, and of the holy churches; that the God of the 
whole world may afford us His everlasting peace, which 
may not be taken away from us ; that He may preserve 
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us persevering in the fulness of the virtue which is accord- 
ing to godliness. 

Let us pray for the holy catholic and apostolic church, 

• which is from one end of the earth to the other, that God 

would keep it unshaken and free from the waves of this 

life, and would preserve it until the end of the world 

" founded upon the rock." 

And let us pray for the holy parish in this place, that 
the Lord of all may vouchsafe us without intermission to 
follow after His heavenly hope, and without ceasing to 
pay Him our debt of prayer. 

Let us pray for every episcopate under the 'heaven of 
those rightly dividing the word of Thy truth. And let 
us pray for our bishop James, and his parishes. Let us 
pray for our bishop Clement, and his parishes. Let us 
pray for our bishop Euodius, and his parishes. That the 
compassionate God may grant them to His holy churches, 
sound in health, honourable, and of many days, and give 
them an honorable age in godliness and righteousness. 

And let us pray for our presbyters. That the Lord 
may deliver them from every unfitting and evil action, 
and give them a sound and honourable presbyterate. 

Let us pray for the whole diaconate and ministry in 
Christ, that the Lord may grant them a blameless dia- 
conate. 

Let us pray for the readers, singers, virgins, widows, 
and orphans. Let us pray for those who are in marriage 
and in chUd-bearing, that the Lord may have mercy 
upon all. 

Let us pray for the eunuchs who walk holily. Let us 
pray for all in continence and piety. 

Let us pray for those who bear fruit in Thy holy church, 
and who give alms to the needy. And let us pray for 
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% those who bring sacrifices and first fruits to the Lord our 
God. That the all good God may requite them with His 
heavenly gifts, and give to them in the present world an 
hundred fold, and in the world to come eternal life ; and 
vouchsafe to them for temporal things eternal, and for 
earthly things those that are heavenly. 

Let us pray for our newly enlightened brethren, that the 
Lord may strengthen and establish them. 

Let us pray for our brethren who are tormented by sick- 
ness, that the Lord may deliver them from every sick- 
ness and every disease, and restore them sound to His 
holy church. 

Let us pray for those who travel by land or by water. 
Let us pray for those who are in the mines, and banish- 
ment, and prisons, and bonds for the name of the Lord. 
Let us pray for those who labour in bitter servitude. Let 
us pray for our enemies and those who hate us. Let us 
pray for those who persecute us for the name of the Lord. 
That the Lord pacifying their anger may scatter their 
wrath against us. 

Let us pray for those who are without, and are deceived, 
that the Lord may turn them. 

Let us be mindful of the babes of the Church, that the 
Lord may perfect them in His fear, and bring them to a 
full age. 

Let us pray for one another, that the Lord may keep 
us, and watch over us until the end, and may deliver us 
from the evil one, and from all the offences that work 
iniquity, and preserve us unto His heavenly kingdom. 

Let us pray for every Christian soul. 

Save and lift us up O God by Thy mercy. 

Let us stand up. Praying earnestly let us commend 
ourselves and one another to the living God through His 
Christ. 
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Then let the high priest pray and say: 

O Lord Almighty, most high, Thou that dwellest in 
the heights, holy one resting among the holy, without 
beginning, sole ruler; Who by Christ hast given to us 
the preaching of knowledge to the acknowledgment of 
Thy glory and of Thy name which He has made known 
to us for our comprehension ; do Thou now also look down 
through Him upon this Thy flock; and deliver it from all 
ignorance and evil deed, and grant that it may truly fear 
Thee, truly love Thee, and tremble at the face of Thy 
glory. Be propitious unto them and pitiful, and hear 
their prayer, and keep them unmovable, unblamable, un- 
reprovable, that they may be holy in body and soul, not 
having spot or wrinkle or any such thing, but that they 
may be complete, and none among them be defective or 
imperfect. 

O powerful Helper, Who art no respecter of persons, be 
Thou protector of this Thy people which Thou hast re- 
deemed by the precious blood of Thy Christ, Leader, 
Aider, Provider, Guardian, most strong Wall of defence, 
Hedge of safety, for none can snatch out of Thy hand. 
For there is no other God like Thee, for in Thee is our 
expectation. Hallow them in Thy truth, for Thy word 
is truth. Thou who doest nothing for favour, Thou who 
canst not be deceived, deliver them from every sickness, 
and every disease, every offence, every wanton insult and 
dece.it, from fear of the enemy, from the arrow that fiieth 
by day, from the thing that walketh in darkness. And 
vouchsafe them that eternal life which is in Christ Thine 
only begotten Son, our God and Saviour, through Whom 
to Thee be glory and worship in the Holy Ghost, now 
and always, even for ever and ever. Amen. 
And after this let the deacon say : 
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Let us attend. 

And let the bishop salute the church and say : 

The peace of God be with you all. 

And let the people answer : 

And with thy spirit. 

And let the deacon say to all: 

Salute one another with an holy kiss. 

And let the clergy salute the bishop; and of the laity 
the men salute the men, and the women the women. Let 
the children stand by the Bema, and let another deacon 
stand near them, that they become not disorderly. And 
let other deacons walk about, and observe the men and the 
women, that there be no disturbance, that no one nod, or 
whisper, or sleep. Let the deacons stand at the doors of 
the men, and the subdeacons at those of the women, that 
no one go out, or a door be opened, though it be one of the 
faithful, at the time of the oblation. Let one of the sub- 
deacons give water for the washing of the priests' hands, 
a symbol of the purencss of the souls devoted to God. 

Then let the deacon immediately say : 

Let none of the catechumens, none of the hearers, none 
of the unbelievers, none of the heterodox [remain]. Ye 
who have prayed the foregoing prayer draw near. Ye 
mothers take your children. Let no one have anything 
against any one. Let none come in hypocrisy. Upright 
before the Lord let us stand with fear and trembling to 
offer. 

When these things are done, let the deacons bring the 
gifts to the bishop to the altar ; and let the presbyters 
stand on his right hand and on his left, as disciples 
standing by their Master. But let two of the deacons on 
either side of the altar hold a fan made of thin mem- 
branes or of the feathers of a peacock, or of fine cloth, 
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and let them quietly drive away the small flying creatures, 
that they may not fall into the cups. 

When the high priest has prayed by himself with the 
priests, and has put on his shining garment, standing by 
the altar and having made with his hand the sign of the 
cross upon his forehead, let him say: 

The grace of the Almighty God, and the love of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost 
be with you all. 

And let all with one voice say: 

And with thy spirit. 

The high priest. 

Lift up your mind. 

All. We have, unto the Lord. 

The high priest. Let us give thanks unto the Lord. 

All. It is meet and right. 

And let the high priest say: 

The Preface It is verily meet and right, before all 

things, to hymn Thee, the only true God, who art before 
all beings, from Whom the whole family in earth and 
heaven is named, Who only art unbegotten, and without 
beginning, without a ruler, without a master, needing 
nothing, the Creator of every good, better than all cause 
and generation, Who art always, every where, one and the 
same, from Whom as from a starting place all things come 
into being. For Thou art knowledge without beginning, 
everlasting sight, unbegotten hearing, untaught wisdom; 
the first by nature, the alone by being, and greater than 
all number ; O Thou who didst bring all things out of not 
being into being by Thy only begotten Son. Him Thou 
didst beget before all worlds, by will, and power, and good- 
ness, immediately, only begotten Son, God the Word, 
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living Wisdom, firstborn of every creature, Angel of Thy 
mighty counsel, Thy High priest, King and Loud of every 
intellectual and sensible nature, Who was before all things, 
by Whom all things consist. 

For Thou O everlasting God didst make all things by 
Him, and by Him Thou vouchsafest all things Thy suit- 
able providence, for by Whom Thou didst grant being, by 
Him Thou didst also bestow well being. God and Father 
of Thine only begotten Son. Who by Him didst create 
before all things the Cherubim and Seraphim, the everlast- 
ing hosts* the Powers and Authorities, Principalities and 
Thrones, Archangels and Angels ; and after all these didst 
create, through Him, this visible world and all things 
therein. For Thou art He Who didst frame the heaven 
as an arch, and stretch it out as a curtain ; and the earth 
Thou didst found upon nothing by Thy mere will : Who 
didst fix. the firmament, and didst prepare day and night : 
Who leadest out light from Thy treasuries, and on its 
departure dost bring on darkness for rest to the living 
creatures, which move around in the world. Who didst 
appoint the sun to rule over the day, and the moon over 
the night, and didst enroll the choir of the stars in heaven, 
for the praise of Thy majesty : Who didst create water 
for drinking and for cleansing, the life-giving air for 
breathing, and for the giving of sound through the tongue 
smiting the air, and the hearing which co-operates with it, 
so as to perceive speech when it falls upon and is received 
by it : Who madest fire for a consolation in darkness, for 
a supply of need, that we might be warmed and enlight- 
ened by it : Who didst separate the great sea from the 
land, and rendering one navigable, Thou didst make the

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other passable on foot ; replenishing one with great and 
small creatures, Thou didst fill the other with wild and 
tame; Thou didst adorn it with various plants, and crown 
it with herbs, and beautify it with flowers, and enrich it 
with seeds : Who didst frame the abyss and didst confer 
upon it great depth, heaped up seas of salt waters, yet 
didst Thou fence it in with gates of lightest sand ; Who 
now dost raise it by the winds to the height of mountains, 
and now dost smooth it into a plain, now dost enrage it 
with tempests, and now dost still it with a calm, so that 
it is easy to seafaring men on their voyagings: Who didst 
girdle with rivers this earth which was made by Thee 
through Christ, and didst overflow it with streams, and 
moisten it with perennial springs, and didst bound it round 
with mountains for a most firm and unshaken foundation 
of the earth. For Thou hast replenished Thy world, and 
adorned it with sweet-smelling and healing herbs, with 
many and various living creatures, strong and weak, for 
food and for labour, tame and wild ; with the hissings of 
creeping things, and with the sounds of various fowls ; 
with the circuits of the years, the numbers of months and 
days, the order of the seasons, the courses of the rainy 
clouds, for the production of fruits and the sustenance of 
animals, the station of the winds, blowing when com- 
manded by Thee, the abundance of plants and herbs. 

And not only hast Thou created the world, but Thou 
hast made man in it, the citizen of the whole earth, show- 
ing him the ornament of the universe: for Thou didst say 
to Thy Wisdom " Let us make man after our image, and 
after our likeness, and let them rule over the fishes of the 
sea, and over the fowls of heaven" : wherefore Thou hast 
made him of an immortal soul and a dissoluble body, that 
indeed from what was not, but this from the four elements, 
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and hast given him, as to his soul rational knowledge, the 
discerning of piety and impiety, the observation of right 
and wrong, and as to his body didst grant him the fivefold 
perception, and the changeful motion. 

For Thou O God Almighty, didst plant a garden, east- 
ward, in Eden, adorned with all plants fit for food, and 
didst lead him into it as into a well-furnished house ; and 
in creating Thou didst give him an implanted law that he 
might have within and of himself the seeds of the divine 
knowledge, and leading him into this garden of delight 
Thou didst give him the power to partake of every thing, 
forbidding the taste of one only, in hope of better things ; 
that if he should keep the commandment, he should receive 
immortality as its reward. But when he neglected that 
command, and tasted of the forbidden fruit, by the deceit 
of the serpent and the counsel of the woman, Thou didst 
justly cast him out of paradise; yet didst Thou of thy 
goodness not overlook him as utterly perished, for he was 
Thy creature. But subjecting creation to him Thou didst 
grant him to procure food for himself by his own sweat 
and labours, Thou that producest and increasest and ripen- 
est all things. But when Thou hadst laid him asleep for 
awhile Thou didst with an oath call him to a new birth, 
loosing the bond of death Thou didst promise life from a 
resurrection. 

And not this only, but when Thou hadst increased his 
posterity to an innumerable multitude, those that remained 
with Thee Thou didst glorify ; but those that went away 
from Thee Thou didst punish. And while Thou didst 
accept the sacrifice of Abel as of an holy man, Thou didst 
reject the gift of Cain his brother's murderer, as of one 
accurst. And besides these Thou didst accept Seth and 
Enos and didst translate Enoch. For Thou art the Cre- 
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« 

ator of men, and the Giver of life, and the Supplier of 
want, and the Giver of laws, and the Rewarder of them 
who observe them, and the Avenger of those who trans- 
gress them. Who didst bring the great flood upon the 
world by reason of the multitude of the wicked, and didst 
save just Noah from that flood in an ark with eight souls, 
the end of the foregoing generations, the beginning of 
those that were to come. Who didst kindle a fearful fire 
against the five cities of Sodom, and didst turn a fruitful 
land into a salt lake for the wickedness of them that dwelt 
therein, and didst snatch just Lot from the burning. 

Thou art He who didst save Abraham from the impiety 
of his forefathers, and didst appoint him heir of the world, 
and didst show him Thy Christ. Thou didst foreordain 
Melchisedec high priest of Thy w r orship. Thou didst 
render Thy much enduring servant Job victor over the 
serpent, the author of evil. Who madest Isaac the son 
of promise, and Jacob the father of twelve sons, and in- 
creasedst his posterity into a multitude, and didst bring 
him into Egypt with seventy -five souls. Thou O Lord 
didst not forget Joseph, but in reward for his continence 
for Thy sake, didst give him rule over the Egyptians. 
Thou O Lord on account of the promises made to their 
fathers didst not forget the Hebrews when they suffered 
affliction from the Egyptians, but didst deliver them, 
smiting the Egyptians. 

And when men had corrupted the natural law, and had 
sometimes esteemed the creation the effect of chance, and 
sometimes honoured it more than they ought, and equalled 
it to Thee, the God of all, Thou didst not suffer them 
to go aside. But didst raise up Thy holy servant Moses, 
and by him didst give the written law for the assistance 
of the natural; and didst show creation to be Thy 
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work, and didst banish the error of many gods. Thou 
didst adorn Aaron and his posterity with the priestly dig- 
nity. Thou didst punish the Hebrews when they sinned, 
and receive them again when they repented. Thou didst 
punish the Egyptians with the ten plagues. Dividing the 
sea Thou didst bring the Israelites through it, and destroy 
in the deep waters the Egyptians who pursued after them. 
Thou didst sweeten the bitter water with wood. Thou 
didst bring forth water from the sharp rock. Thou didst 
rain manna from heaven, and quails from the air, for food. 
A pillar of fire by night for light, and a pillar of cloud by 
day, for a shadow from the heat. Thou didst appoint 
Joshua leader of the host. Thou didst overthrow seven 
nations of Canaan by him. Thou didst divide Jordan. 
Thou didst dry up the rivers of Etham. Thou didst over- 
throw walls without instruments of war, and without the 
hand of man.* 

For all these things glory be to Thee O Lord Almighty. 
Thee do the innumerable armies of angels, archangels, 
thrones, dominions, principalities, authorities, powers, 
everlasting hosts, adore; the cherubim, and the six 
winged seraphim, (with two they cover their feet, with 
two they cover their heads, and with two they do fly,) do 
say together with the thousand thousands of archangels, 
and the ten thousand time3 ten thousand angels, with 
ceaseless and never silent cry: 

And let all the people say it also : 

Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord of hosts, heaven and earth 
are full of His glory : blessed to all ages. Amen.

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Let the high priest say thereafter : 

For Thou art indeed holy, and all holy, and most high- 
est, and most highly exalted forever Holy also is Thine 
only begotten Son, our Lord and God, Jesus Christ, who 
in all things ministered to Thee His God and Father, 
both in various creation and answering providence, and 
did not overlook the race of perishing man. But after the 
natural law, after the exhortations of the Law, after the 
prophetical reproofs, and the care of angels, when men 
had perverted both the .positive and the natural law, and 
had cast out of their mind the memory of the flood, the 
burning of the cities of the plain, the plagues of Egypt, 
and the slaughter of the inhabitants of Palestine, and 
were about to perish utterly, He, the Creator of man, 
was well pleased, after Thy will, to become man; the 
Lawgiver to be under law ; the High priest, a victim ; the 
Shepherd, a sheep. And He propitiated Thee, His God 
and Father, and reconciled Thee to the world, and freed 
all from the wrath resting upon them; and was made of a 
Virgin, and in flesh, God the Word, the beloved Son, the 
First born of all creation, according to the prophecies 
foretold by Himself of Himself, of the seed of David, and 
Abraham, and of the tribe of Judah. 

And He was made in the womb of a Virgin, who frames 
all that are born ; He was made flesh who was without 
flesh ; He who was begotten out of time was begotten in 
time ; He lived holily, and taught according to the Law ; 
He drave away every sickness and every disease from 
men, and wrought signs and wonders among the people. 
He was a partaker of food and drink and sleep, who nour- 
ished all that need food and filleth all things living with 
goodness. He manifested Thy Name to those who knew 
it not; lie drave away ignorance; He revived piety; He 
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fulfilled Thy will ; He finished the work Thou hadst given 
Hiin. And when he had done all these things well, He 
was seized by the hands of the ungodly priests and high 
priests falsely so called, and the lawbreaking people, by 
the betrayal of him who was sick with malice. He suf- 
fered many things from them and endured every dishonour 
by Thy permission ; He was delivered to Pilate the Gov- 
ernor ; the Judge was judged ; the Saviour was condemned ; 
the Impassible was nailed to the cross; He, that is by 
nature deathless, died ; the Maker of life was buried ; 
that He might loose from suffering and death those for 
whom He came, and might break the bands of the devil, 
and deliver man from his deceit. He rose from the dead 
the third day; and when he had continued with the dis- 
ciples forty days, He was taken up into the heavens, and 
sat down at the right hand of Thee His God and Father. 
Remembering therefore what things He endured for us, 
we give Thee thanks, O God Almighty, not as we ought, 
but as we are able, and fulfil His command. 

The Institution For in the night in which He was 

betrayed He took bread in His holy and spotless hands, 
and when he had looked up to Thee His God and Father, 
He brake, and gave to His disciples, saying, this is the 
mystery of the new covenant, take of it, eat. This is My 
body, which is broken for many, for the forgiveness of 
sins. Likewise when He had mingled the cup with wine 
and water, and hallowed it, He gave it to them saying: 
drink ye all of this, for this is My blood which is shed for 
many for the remission of sins. Do this in remembrance 
of Me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and drink this 
cup, ye do show forth My death till I come. 
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The Oblation. — Remembering therefore His passion 
and death, and resurrection from the dead, and return into 
the heavens, and His future second appearing, in which He 
shall come with glory and power to judge the quick and 
the dead, and to give to each one according to his deeds, 
we offer to Thee, King and God, according to His com- 
mand, this bread and this cup, giving thanks to Thee 
through Him, in that thou hast thought us fit to stand 
before Thee, and to sacrifice to Thee. 

# The Invocation And we beseech Thee that Thou 

wilt favourably look upon these gifts which now lie before 
Thee, O Thou God, who needest naught, and be well 
pleased with them in honour of Thy Christ, and send 
down upon this sacrifice, Thy Holy Ghost, the Witness 
of the sufferings of the Lord Jesus, that He may make 
this bread the body of Thy Christ, and this cup the blood 
of Thy Christ, that they who partake thereof may be 
strengthened in piety, may obtain remission of sins, may 
be delivered from the devil and his deceit, may be filled 
with the Holy Ghost, may be made worthy of Thy Christ, 
may obtain eternal life, since Thou art reconciled to 
them, O Lord Almighty. 

And we further pray Thee, O Lord, for Thy holy 
Church, from one end of the earth to the other, which 
Thou hast purchased with the precious blood of Thy 
Christ, that Thou wilt preserve it unmoved and unshaken 
by the waves until the end of the world ; and for every 
episcopate rightly dividing the word of truth. 

We further pray Thee for me, who now offer, who am 
nothing, and for all the presbyterate, for the deacons and 
all the clergy, that Thou wilt make them wise, and re- 
plenish them with Thy Holy Spirit. 
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And we further beseech Thee, O Lord, for the king, 
and for all in authority, for the whole army, that they 
may be peaceable towards us, that leading the whole time 
of our life in quietness and concord, we may glorify Thee 
through Jesus Christ, our hope. 

We further offer to Thee for those saints who from the 
beginning have been well pleasing unto Thee, patriarchs, 
prophets, just men, apostles, martyrs, confessors, bishops, 
presbyters, deacons, subdeacons, readers, singers, virgins, 
widows, and all the laity, whose names Thou knowest. 

We further offer unto Thee for this people, that Thou 
wilt make them to the praise of Thy Christ, a royal priest- 
hood, a holy nation; for those in virginity and purity; 
for the widows of the church ; for those in honourable 
marriage, and in childbearing ; for the infants of Thy 
people ; that Thou suffer none of us to become castaways. 

We further beseech Thee for this city and its inhabi- 
tants; for those who are sick; for those in bitter servi- 
tude ; for the banished ; for prisoners ; for those who travel 
by sea or land ; that Thou wilt be a helper, assister, and 
supporter of all. 

We further pray Thee for those that hate us, and per- 
secute us for Thy name sake, for those that are without 
and have wandered out of the way, that Thou wilt con- 
vert them to goodness and pacify their anger. 

We further pray Thee for the catechumens of the church, 
and for those who are grievously vexed of the adversary, 
and for our brethren who are in penitence, that Thou wilt 
perfect those in the faith, wilt cleanse those from the power 
of the evil one, wilt accept the repentance of these, and 
forgive them and us, our sins. 

We further offer to Thee for the good temperature of 
the air, and the fertility of the fruits, that partaking per- 
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petually of the good things which come from Thee, we 
may unceasingly praise Thee, who givest food to all flesh. 

And we further pray Thee for those who are absent 
from a good cause, that Thou wilt keep us all in piety, 
and gather ua together, immovable, blameless, and unre- 
provable, into the kingdom of Thy Christ, the God of all 
sensible and intelligent nature, our King. 

For to Thee be all glory, worship, and thanksgiving, 
honour and adoration, Father, Son, and Holy Ghost, now 
and always and for the unceasing and unending ages of 
ages. 

And let all the people say: 

Amen. 

And let the bishop say: 

The peace of God be with you all. 

And let all the people say: 

And with Thy spirit. 

And let the deacon proclaim again : 

Again and again let us beseech God through His Christ. 

For the gift which is offered to the Lord God, let us 
beseech Him, that the good God will accept it, through 
the mediation of His Christ, upon His heavenly altar, for 
a savour of sweet smell. 

Let us pray for this church, and people. Let us pray 
for all bishops, all presbyters, all deacons and ministers in 
Christ, for the whole fulness of the church, that the Lord 
will preserve and guard them all. 

Let us pray for kings and all in authority that they may 
be peaceable toward us, that having a quiet and peaceful 
life we may pass it in all godliness and gravity. 

Let us remember the holy martyrs that we may be 
thought worthy to be partakers of their struggle. 

Let us pray for those that rest in faith. 
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Let us pray for the good temperature of the air, and 
the full maturity of the fruits. 

Let us pray for the newly enlightened, that they may 
be strengthened in the faith. 

Let us all encourage one the other. 

The people : Raise us up O God, by thy grace. 

The deacon: Standing up, let us commend ourselves 
to God through His Christ. 

And let the bishop say: 

O God Who art great and of great name, great in coun- 
sel, and mighty in works, God arid Father of Thy holy 
Child Jesus our Saviour, look down upon us and upon this 
Thy flock, which by Him Thou hast chosen to the glory 
of Thy name, and hallowing our soul and body vouchsafe 
that being made pure from all filth iness of flesh and spirit 
we may obtain the good things now lying here present : 
that Thou mayst not account any of us unworthy, but be 
Thou our help, assister, and protector, through Thy Christ, 
with Whom to Thee be glory, honour, praise, doxology 
and thanksgiving with the Holy Spirit forever. Amen. 

And when all have said Amen, let the deacon say: 

Let us attend. 

And let the bishop thus appeal to the people: 

Holy things for holy persons. 

And let the people answer : 

One Holy, one Lord, one Jesus Christ, to the glory of 
God the Father, blessed forever. Amen. Glory to God 
in the highest, and on earth peace, goodwill towards men. 
Hosanna to the Son of David. Blessed is He That 
cometh in the name of the Lord. God is the Lord and 
hath appeared unto us. Hosanna in the highest. 

And after this let the bishop partake ; then the presby- 
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ters, and the deacons and subdeacons the readers and the 
singers and the ascetics and among the women the deacon- 
esses and the virgins and the widows, then the children 
and then all the people in order with reverence and godly 
fear without noise. 

And let the bishop give the offering, saying 

The Body of Christ. 

And let him that receiveth say : Amen. 

And let the deacon take the cup, and giving it say: 

The Blood of Christ, the cup of life. 

And let him that drinketh say: Amen. 

And let the thirty third {XXXIV) psalm be said while 
all the rest are partaking : and when all both men and 
women have partaken, let the deacons carry what remains 
into the vestry. 

And let the Deacon say when the singer has ceased: 

Having partaken of the precious body and precious blood 
of Christ, let us give thanks to Him Who has vouchsafed 
to make us partakers of these His holy mysteries, and let 
us beseech Him that it may be to us not for condemnation 
but for salvation, for the advantage of soul and body, for 
the guard of piety, for the forgiveness of sin, for the life 
of the future world. 

Let us arise. In the grace of Christ, let us commend 
ourselves to God, the only unbegotten God, and to His 
Christ. 

And let the bishop give thanks: 

O Lord God Almighty, the Father of Thy Christ, Thy 
blessed Son, Who hearest those who call upon Thee up- 
rightly, Who also knowest the supplications of those that 
are silent, we give Thee thanks that Thou hast vouch- 
safed to make us partakers of these Thy holy mysteries, 
which Thou hast bestowed upon us for the entire con- 
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fir mat ion of those things which we have rightly known, 
for a guard of piety, for the forgiveness of transgressions, 
for the name of Thy Christ is called upon us and we are 
Thine own. O Thou That hast separated us from the 
communion of the ungodly, unite us to those who are hal- 
lowed in Thee, confirm us in the truth by the inspiration 
of Thy Holy Spirit, reveal to us the unknown, supply 
what is lacking, strengthen what we know. Preserve the 
priests blameless in Thy worship, keep the kings in peace, 
the rulers in righteousness, the air in good temperature, 
the fruits in fertility, the world in an all powerful provi- 
dence. Pacify the warlike nations, restore those tl at 
have gone astray. Sanctify Thy people, keep those that 
are in virginity, guard those that are in marriage in faith, 
strengthen those that are in purity, bring the infants to 
ripe age, confirm the newly admitted, instruct the cate- 
chumens, and make them worthy of initiation, and gather 
us all into Thy heavenly kingdom in Christ Jesus our 
Lord, with Whom to Thee be glory, honour and worship 
and to the Holy Spirit, for ever. Amen. 

And let the deacon say : 

Bow down to God through His Christ, and receive the 
blessing. 

And let the bishop pray, saying: 

O God Almighty, true and incomparable, Who art 
everywhere and present to all things, and art not in any 
thing as that which belongs to it,* Who art not bounded 
by place, nor grown old by time, Who art not terminated 
by ages, nor deceived by words, Who art not subject to

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generation and need est no guardian, Who art above cor- 
ruption, insusceptible of change, immutable by nature, 
dwelling in light which no man can approach unto, by 
nature invisible, known to all reasonable natures that seek 
Thee with a good mind, comprehended by those who seek 
Thee with a good mind ; O God of Israel, of Thy people 
who have truly seen and believed in Christ ; graciously 
hear me for Thy name's sake and bless these that bow 
down their necks before Thee, and grant them the peti- 
tions of their hearts which are profitable for them, and let 
not one of them be a castaway from Thy kingdom but 
hallow them, guard, cover, and assist them, save them 
from the adversary, and from every enemy, guard their 
houses, watch over their goings out and their comings in ; 
for to Thee belongs glory, praise, majesty, worship, ado- 
ration, and to Thy Son Jesus Thine anointed, our Lord 
and God and King, and to the Holy Ghost, now, and 
always, even for ever and ever. Amen. 

And let the deacon say: 

Depart in peace. 
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III. 3. 



A fuller form of the Gloria in Excelsis is given in 
the Seventh Book Chapter XL VII. 

" Glory be to God in the highest, and upon earth peace, 
good will towards men. We praise Thee, we hymn Thee, 
we bless Thee, we glorify Thee, we worship Thee through 
Thy great High priest, Thee the true God, the unbegotten 
one, only inaccessible, for Thy great glory. O Lord 
heavenly King, God the Father Almighty, O Lord God 
Father of Christ, the spotless Lamb, Who taketh away 
the sins of the world, hear our prayer. Thou sittest above 
the cherubim. For Thou only art holy, Thou only Lord 
Jesus, the Christ of the God of all created nature our 
King: by Whom to Thee be glory, honour and wor- 
ship." * 

And another fragment is contained in the next chapter. 

" Praise the Lord, ye children, praise the name of the 
Lord. We praise Thee, we hymn Thee, we bless Thee 
for Thy great glory, O Lord our King, Father of Christ 
the spotless Lamb, That taketh away the sins of the world. 
Praise becomes Thee, hymns become Thee, glory becomes 
Thee, God and Father, through the Son, in the All holy 
Spirit, for ever and ever. Amen." 

Then follows the Nunc Dimittis : 

" Lord, now lettest Thou Thy servant depart in peace, 
according to Thy word : for mine eyes have seen Thy 
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salvation, which Thou hast prepared before the face of 
all people: to be a, light to lighten the Gentiles, and to be 
the glory of Thy people Israel." 

" Thou art blessed O Lord, Who nourishest me from 
my youth up. Who givest food to all flesh. Fill our 
hearts with joy and gladness, that having always what is 
sufficient for us we may abound in every good work in 
Christ Jesus our Lord, by Whom, to Thee be glory, 
honour, and power, for ever. Amen." 

The thirtieth chapter of this Seventh Book is : 

" On the day of the resurrection of the Lord, that is, 
the Lord's day, come together without fail giving thanks 
to God, and praising Him for the benefits He hath be- 
stowed upon us through Christ, for He hath delivered us 
from ignorance, error, and bondage. That your sacrifice 
may be unspotted and acceptable to God, Who hath said 
of His holy Church universal, that " in every place in- 
cense shall be offered unto Me and a pure sacrifice ; for 
I am a great King, saith the Lord Almighty, and My 
name is wonderful, amongst the nations." " 

And then follows in Chapters XXXIII. to XXXVIII., 
a long prayer evidently forming part of a Sunday service. 
I quote only a paragraph, as giving another form of the 
Triumphal Hymn (Chapter XXXV). 

" The heavens declare Thy power, and the quivering 
earth, hanging upon nothing, Thy steadfastness. The sea 
tossed with waves, and feeding myriads of living creatures, 
is bound by the sand, shuddering at Thy will, and com- 
pels all men to cry out How manifold are Thy works, O 
Lord ; in wisdom hast Thou made them all ; the earth is 
full of Thy creation. And the flaming host of the angels, 
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and the spiritual intelligences say to the phelmoni,* One 
is holy. And the holy seraphim, together with the six- 
winged cherubim, singing to Thee the triumphal hymn, 
jcry - out with never-ceasing voices : Holy, holy, holy 
Lord of hosts, full is the heaven, and the earth, of Thy 
glory. And the other multitudes of the orders, angels, 
archangels, thrones, dominions, principalities, authorities, 
and powers cry aloud and say : Blessed be the glory of 
the Lord from His place. But Israel, Thy Church on 
«arth, taken from the Gentiles, emulating the heavenly 
powers, night and day, with full heart and willing soul, 
sings : The chariot of God is ten thousand fold, thousands 
of rejoicing ones, the Lord is among them, in Sinai, in 
the holy place." 

The Lord's prayer does not occur in the long fragment 
in the Eighth Book, and some liturgioiogists have thought 
that it was not in use in the earliest liturgies, but it is 
given in the Seventh Book chapter xxiv, with directions 
to use it thrice a day ; and it is put in immediate connec- 
tion with certain eucharistic prayers. We do not of course 
know where to place it in the Liturgy, but it must have 
found a home there. 

" But when ye pray, be not as the hypocrites, but as 
■the Lord commanded us in the gospel thus pray ye : Our 
Father which art in heaven, hallowed be Thy name, Thy

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Kingdom come, Thy will be done as in heaven so on earth, 
give us this day our daily bread and forgive us our debts 
as we forgive our debtors, and lead us not into temptation, 
but deliver us from evil, for Thine is the kingdom, forever. 
Amen. 

Pray thus thrice in a day, preparing yourselves that ye 
may be worthy of the adoption of the Father, lest when 
ye call Him Father unworthily, ye be rebuked by Him 
as Israel heard, which was once His firstborn son, u If I 
am a Father, where is my glory ? And if a Lord, where 
is My fear ? For the glory of fathers is the holiness of 
the children : and the honour of masters, the fear of the 
servants. As the contrary is dishonour and confusion. 
For by you, He saith, My name is blasphemed among the 
gentiles. 

Be ye always thankful as faithful and honest servants. 
But concerning the Eucharist thus say : We thank Thee, 
our Father for that life which Thou hast made known to 
us by Jesus Thy Son, by Whom Thou createdst all things, 
and dost care for all things, Whom Thou hast sent to be- 
come Man for our salvation ; Whom Thou didst permit to 
suffer and die, Whom Thou didst raise up and wast pleased 
to glorify and hast seated at Thy right hand, by Whom 
also Thou hast proclaimed the resurrection of the dead. 
Do Thou, O Lord Almighty, everlasting God, so gather 
together thy Church from the ends of the earth into Thy 
kingdom, as this [corn] which was once scattered and is 
now gathered, has become one loaf. We also, our Father, 
give Thee thanks for the precious blood of Jesus Christ, 
shed for us, and for His Drecious body, of which we cele- 
brate these representations as He Himself commanded us 
to show forth His death. By Whom to Thee be glory 
forever. A me 
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Let none of the uninitiated eat of them ; but only those 
who have been baptized into the death of the Lord. But 
if any that is not initiated conceal himself and partake of 
the same, he eats eternal condemnation, because not being 
of the faith of Christ, he has partaken of what is not law- 
ful, unto his own punishment. But if any one partake 
through ignorance, instructing such a one quickly, initiate 
him, lest he go out a despiser. 

After the participation give thanks in this manner : We 
thank Thee O God and Father of Jesus our Saviour, for 
Thy holy name, by which Thou dwellest among us ; and 
for the knowledge, and faith, and love, and immortality 
which Thou hast given to us through Jesus Thy Son. 
Thou, Lord Almighty, God of all, didst create the world 
and all things in it, by Him, and hast planted a law in 
our souls, and didst prepare all things necessary for man's 
sustenance. God of our holy and blameless fathers Abra- 
ham, Isaac, and Jacob, Thy faithful servants. O powerful 
God, faithful and true and unfailing in Thy promises, 
Thou didst send upon earth Jesus Thy Christ, to live with 
men as man, being God the Word, and man, and to take 
away error by the roots. Do Thou now through Him re- 
member this Thy holy Church which Thou hast purchased 
by the precious blood of Thy Christ, and deliver it from all 
evil, and perfect it in Thy love and Thy truth ; and gather 
us all into Thy kingdom which Thou hast prepared : this is 
Maranatha. Hosanna to the Son of David: blessed be 
He that cometh in the name of the Lord ; God is the 
Lord and hath appeared to us in flesh. If any is holy 
let him draw near, but if any one be not so, let him become 
so by repentance."

Ik the second book of these Apostolical Constitutions 
there is contained another and shorter account of the 
Eucharistic service. It is fuller as to the earlier part of 
the office, but very meagre in the latter part. Bickell 
suggests that out of the two we may construct a complete 
Liturgy. But Hammond shakes his head at this, since 
besides other reasons, the order of the various acts is 
different in the two documents. Bickell has, however, in 
arranging his parallel, used either account as best suited 
his plan. It here follows. (Chapter 57.) 

" When thou gatherest together the* Church of God, as 
the commander of a great ship, command the assemblies 
to be made with all prudence, charging the deacons as 
sailors to prepare places for the brethren as for passengers 
with all care and decency. And first let the building be 
oblong turned toward the east, with the pastophoria on 
both sides at the east end, so will it be like a ship. Let 
the bishop's throne be placed in the middle, let the pres- 
bytery sit down on each side of him, and let the deacons 
stand near by, well equipt in neat garments for they are 
like the sailors and overseers of the ship. By their care 
let the laity sit in the other part orderly and in silence, 
and let the women sit separately by themselves, and let 
them keep silence. In the midst let the reader stand upon 
an high place, let him read the books of Moses, of Joshua 
the son of Nun, of the Judges, of the Kings, of the 
Chronicles, and those written after the return, besides 
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these, the books of Job, and of Solomon and of the 
sixteen prophets. When the lessons have been read by 
twos, let some one else chaunt the psalms of David, and 
let the people join in the ends of the verses. Afterwards 
let our Acts be read, and the Epistles of Paul our fellow 
labourer which he sent to the churches under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit. And after this let a deacon or a 
presbyter read the gospels, those which I Matthew and 
John delivered to you, and those which Mark and Luke 
co-workers with Paul received and left to you. And when 
the gospel is read, let all the presbyters and deacons, and 
all the people stand up with great silence, for it is written, 
be silent and hear O Israel! and again, But do thou stand 
there and hear. And next let the presbyters exhort the 
people, one by one but not all, and last of all the bishop 
who is like the commander. 

Let the doorkeepers stand at the entries of the men 
and observe them ; and the deaconesses at those of the 
women, like shipmen. For in the tabernacle of witness, 
and in the temple of God the same rule and order were 
observed. But if any one be found sitting out of his place, 
let him be rebuked by the deacon, as a manager of the 
foreship, and be removed into his proper place, for the 
church is not only like a ship, but also like a sheepfold. 
For as the shepherds place each of the brute creatures, I 
mean goats and sheep, according to their kind and age, 
and still every one runs together, like to its like, so is it in 
the church. Let the younger sit by themselves, if there 
be a place, but if not let them stand upright Let those 
who are already stricken in years sit in order. Let their 
fathers and mothers take the boys who are standing. Let 
the younger women also sit by themselves, if there be a 
place, but if not let them stand behind the women. Let 
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the married women who have children be placed by them- 
selves ; but let the virgins, and the widows, and the old 
women stand or sit before the rest. And let the deacon 
have charge of the places, that every one that comes in 
may go to his own place and not sit down by the entrance. 
In like manner let the deacon oversee the people, that no 
one whisper, or sleep, or laugh, or nod, for in the church 
all ought to stand wisely and soberly "and attentively, hav- 
ing their hearing attentive to the word of the Lord. 

After this let all rise up with one consent and looking 
toward the east, after the catechumens and penitents are 
gone out, pray to God who ascended above the heaven of 
heaven towards the east ; calling to mind also the ancient 
site of paradise in the east, from whence the first man, when 
he had yielded to the persuasion of the serpent and diso- 
beyed the command, was expelled. 

As to the deacons, after the prayer is over, let some 
attend to the oblation of the eucharist ministering to the 
Lord's body with fear, let others oversee the crowds, and 
keep them silent. Let the deacon who stands near the 
high priest say to the people : Let no one have anything 
against another ; let none come in hypocrisy. Then let 
the men give to each other the kiss of the Lord, and let 
the women give the women, but not with guile, as Judas 
betrayed the Lord with a kiss. And after this let the 
deacon pray for the whole Church, for the whole world, 
and for the parts of it, and for its fruits, for the priests and 
the rulers, for the high priest and the king, and for uni- 
versal peace. After this let the high priest pray for peace 
upon the people, and bless them, as Moses commanded 
the priests to bless the people in these words : The Lord 
bless thee and keep thee; the Lord make His face to 
shine upon thee, and give thee peace. Let the bishop 
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therefore pray, and say : Save Thy people Lord, and 
bless Thine heritage, which Thou hast possessed and hast 
purchased with the precious blood of Thy Christ, and hast 
called a royal priesthood, a holy nation. 

After this let the sacrifice be offered, all the people 
standing and praying silently, and when it has been offered, 
let each order by itself partake of the Lord's body and 
precious blood, in order, with reverence and godly fear, as 
coming to the body of a king. And let the women come 
forward with their heads covered as becometh the order 
of women. Let the doors be watched, that no unbeliever 
or uninitiated enter in. 



Now if we compare the account given by Justin Martyr 
with the details of the Christian Worship, which we have 
in these various fragments, and especially with that con- 
tained in the very lengthy one from the eighth book, we 
shall find that they agree together exactly and minutely 
in at least ten points ; and these ten points follow each 
other, in one and the same order : 

1 . The reading of passages from Old and New Testa- 
ments. 

2. The sermon or exhortation by the " president" or 
bishop. 

3. Prayers for all estates of men ; for kings and those in 
authority, and for " the kindly fruits of the earth, that in 
due time we may enjoy them." 

4. The Kiss of Peace. " Salute one another with an 
holy kiss," saith the Apostle. 

5. The offertory — Bread and wine from the gifts of the 
people. 

6. The mingling of the water with the wine. 
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7. A very long Thanksgiving for creation, election, 
redemption. 

8. The Consecration. 

9. The great Intercession. The Body and blood of the 
Lord being then present. All the people responding 
" Amen." 

10. The Communion.* 



IV. 



It was no bald and plain service this public worship of 
the early Christians. The ministers did not come in, in 
their every day garb, and act as if they were nothing, and 
it was nothing. They did not read a chapter or two of 
holy Scripture at hap hazard. They did not lead the 
devotions of the people in words chosen on the moment, 
and as the humour moved them. They came with well 
chosen, well digested words, words that their spiritual 
ancestors had used for generations, words enlarged in 
meaning, amplified in grasp, intensified in feeling, if you 
choose, but words well known, and very familiar. 

Have we ever tried to realize these early meetings. 
St. Peter and St. Paul have closed their earthly pilgrim- 
age, and have entered on their rest ; each one in the way

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his Master chose, laying down his life for His sake. 
Jerusalem, the holy city, has fallen. The feet of the 
Roman legionary have trampled down the holy of holies. 
The fruit of half a century of labour, of countless wealth, 
lavished by the impious Herod, striving by the work of 
his hands to atone for the sins of his soul, has perished in 
a moment. The strict orders of the Roman leader did 
not avail to save that masterpiece of beauty, the glory of 
the civilized earth, from the all-devouring fire. God's 
will once again had the mastery over man's. The strange 
wailing in the air " let us depart " had warned of the de- 
struction. The older dispensation was ended. There was 
no more sacrifice nor burnt offering, no more incense nor 
oblation, no table of shew bread nor laver of cleansing. 
There was no more a sacrificing priest. No son of Aaron, 
of Eleazer, of Zadok, stood in the holy garments, to bless 
in the name of the Lord. There was nothing left the 
ancient people but a name they abhorred, and a rite they 
would fain hide. They were a proverb and a reproach 
among the nations. God had thrown out the natural 
branches, and grafted us of the wild tree, into His own 
olive* When will the day come when these withered 
limbs shall be grafted back again into their own olive 
tree, for God is able to graft them back. 

St. John alone survived. Alone he waited till his call 
came. Do we remember his age, his more than ninety 
years and nine, when we read his wondrous book of Reve- 
lations, and his Gospel of love and mystery. Can we fix 
it in our minds that his books belong to the second cen- 
tury of the Christian era ; and that we have other Chris- 
tian writings, not of the Canon, older than his are? 
Spared to an extreme old age, far beyond the usual lot of 
map, his strength was renewed as the eagle's — his natural 
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emblem and the one always given him by the Church — 
and he was chosen of the Holy Ghost, to write those mar- 
vellous books, with a freshness and vigour, which speak 
only*of height of life and activity, and have no taint what- 
ever of age or weariness. 

God had foretold that He woul3 call His servants by 
another name, which was fulfilled when at Antioch, warned 
of God, the disciples assumed for the first time the appel- 
lation of Christians. The word translated in our version 
" were called " is the same word that is used by St. Mat- 
thew when telling that the wise men after visiting the in- 
fant Saviour did not return to Herod " being warned of God 
in a dream ;" the same also as that used by the writer of 
the Epistle to the Hebrews, "Noah being warned of God." 

Let us put ourselves at Antioch in those early days. 
It is the Lord's day ; the day of the Sun ; the day on 
which God the Word, the Minister of the Father, had 
uttered the first creative word " let there be light," when 
darkness fled and night ; the day on which God the Word, 
having taken our nature upon him, passed through the 
grave and gate of death, to His glorious resurrection. 
It is early morning, and the people are coming to the 
appointed place, from the streets and lanes of the great 
city, from the un walled towns and villages around ; old 
and young, rich and poor, one with another. For though, 
as the Apostle tells us, not many wise after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble were called, yet some there 
were, wise men who like St. Paul himself counted all 
things but loss so that they might win Christ, rich men 
like Joseph, nobles like Nicodemus, mighty like Corne- 
lius ; noble women, also, putting their wealth at the foot 
of the Cross ; stewards only, and not owners, of the abun- 
dance God had placed in their hands. 
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The reader ascends the high place and reads the Law 
and the Prophets, precisely as we are told Acts XIII. 
14 was the old custom in the synagogues ; and he adds 
portions from the Gospels, the Acts, and the Epistles. 
The bishop begins then the service with the strange and 
mysterious formula, which has been the trouble of litur- 
giologists and the crux of commentators, but which we are 
so familiar with from its constant use, morning and even- 
ing, that we have ceased to be struck by its peculiarity, 
even if our attention has ever been called to it. 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the love 
of God, and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost be with 
you all. 

And the people answer : And with thy spirit. 

The sermon is then preached. 

The deacon — for in those days men had not yet learned 
that they knew how to use the services of men better than 
God does — then addresses the Catechumens : those who»e 
hearts God had touched that they should listen to the 
glorious things of His law, who had begun to long for 
those things which eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, nor 
had entered into the heart of man to conceive : they rise, 
receive the bishop's blessing and go out. Then he ad- 
dresses the Energumens; those who for their sins, or 
their discipline, were for a time vexed of the adversary, 
but were waiting in patience and assured hope, for the 
deliverance of the Lord. They rise, receive the bishop's 
blessing, and go out. 

Then he turns to the Competents : those who are just 
on the verge of baptism, ready to be initiated, thoroughly 
instructed in the way of the Lord, who by prayer and 
fasting and good works, have made themselves ready for 
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the reception of the great gift. They rise, receive the 
bishop's blessing, and go out. 

He speaks now to the Penitents ; those who have fallen 
and by God's mercy risen again, who abhor themselves, 
and repent in dust and ashes, longing with intense desire, 
to be once more admitted to the heavenly banquet. They 
rise. The bishop blesses them. They go out. And the 
doors are shut. The deacon utters his bidding prayer for 
the Catholic Church of Christ, in all its parts and mem- 
bers; and the bishop takes it up, and makes his earnest 
intercession with the Lord Almighty, the Most High. 

Then follows the kiss of peace : 

Men with men, women with women, as is seemly and 
right. 

The men are arranged in order, and the women also. 
There is a deep hush. 

Water is brought to the bishop. He and his helpers 
wash their hands. The deacons bring the gifts of the 
people, Bread and Wine and Water to the bishop, which 
he places on the Holy Table. The presbyters* stand 
around him, on his right hand and on his left — and he is 
" as the morning star in the midst of a cloud, and as the 
moon at the fuhV'f He puts on his "shining garment"! 

* Be diligent* therefore to use one Eucharist. For there is one 
flesh of our Lord Jesus Christ, and one cup in the unity of His 
blood, one altar, just as there is one bishop, together with the 
presbytery and deacons, my fellow servants. That whatsoever 
ye do, ye may do it unto the Lord. •

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probably the phelonion which the Greek bishops wear to- 
day, possibly the garment St. Paul writes to Timothy to 
be careful to bring with him, the Chasuble of the Western 
Church ; as unlike the hideous vestments our prelates are 
pleased to wear, as any thing that can be imagined. He 
signs the sign of the Cross on his forehead, and begins the 
most sacred portion of the service with 

The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ and the love 
of God and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost be with 
you all. 

For that this is the true formula there can be no dis- 
pute, though the compiler of the Liturgy we are following 
or more likely some later transcriber has changed the se- 
quence. And many another transcriber of many another 
Liturgy, has followed the same faulty practice, and tried 
to make the words of God square with their own notions 
of what is right.* 

And the people answer : And with thy Spirit. 

Then come the words, which daily, nay hourly, go up 
from the ransomed earth, to the great Father in heaven, 
daily and hourly from Pentecost till the end of time. 

Bishop. Lift up your hearts. People. We lift them 
up unto the Lord. Bishop. Let us give thanks unto the 
Lord. People. It is meet and right so to do. 

* The Liturgy of S. Basil and that of S, Chrysostom begin the 
Anaphora, just as the Clementine does, with " the Grace of our 
Lord Jesus Christ," &c. And so does the very ancient one which 
goes by the name of S. S. Adaeus and Maris.

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Then follows the eucharistic preface, telling of the work 
of creation, government and election. The bishop calls 
upon the people to join with the host of the bodiless ones, 
the spiritual intelligences, the nine orders of the eternal 
armies of heaven, with angels and archangels and princi- 
palities, with dominions, authorities and powers, with the 
thrones, the cherubim and the six winged seraphim, (with 
two they cover their feet, with two they cover their heads, 
and with two they do fly,) with ceaseless shout, and con- 
tinual cry, in singing the triumphal hymn of the incarnate 
Conqueror, proclaiming the advent of the Prince of Peace, 
in the words of the greatest of the prophets, Isaiah the 
son of Amos, who was faithful in his vision. And the 
people say : 

Holy, Holy, Holy, O Lord of Hosts, full is the heaven, 
and the earth of Thy glory. Hosanna to the Son of 
David. Blessed be He That cometh in the name of the 
Lord.

And the Service proper is ended. 



The first Christians then regarded their Service as a 
Sacrifice, they called their officiating clergy priests and 
high priests, they looked upon what these were doing as 
priestly acts, and used words and phrases strictly sacer- 
doial in their meaning and application. The earliest 
account of this Christian Sacrifice, the Sacrifice of the 
new Covenant, shows it to us arranged in all its parts, 
and sequence of parts, exactly upon the same pattern as 
that of the old Covenant. The function proper consists 
of three portions. And these three portions follow one 
another, naturally and of course, in the same order. Only 
now the shadows have become realities. And it is no 
longer the priest of the order of Aaron who officiates, but 
the priest of the order of Melchisedec. 

First, the preparation of the victim : no longer now 
the ram without blemish or the lamb of the first year, but 
Christ the Son of the Highest, Who gives His life a 
ransom for many, pure and holy, and spotless, and blame- 
less, and without fault or blemish or stain or lack. 

Second, the oblation, the offering of the holy gifts, not 
now mere bread and wine, but by the words of the Insti- 
tution verily and indeed the body and blood of the 
Redeemer, their offering to the Father of lights, the Lover 
of men, the Giver and Bestower of all good things. 

Third, not now material fire coming down from heaven, 
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but God the Holy Ghost Himself, of His grace and good- 
ness, coming upon the holy gifts, and making them full 
of life and love and strength and holiness. 

No one can look at the description given of the first 
Mosaic Sacrifice as I have quoted it, and then at the 
description given of this Christian service, and fail to be 
struck with their exact and literal correspondence. God 
is the author of them both. 

And the mysterious formula, "The Grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, and the love of God, and the fellowship of 
the Holy Ghost," is plainly the true Eucharistic formula, 
the norm of the whole service.

Having given this oldest, the so called Clementine, 
Liturgy so fully, it will be sufficient for my purpose to 
quote only the central portion of those of St. James, and 
St. Mark, for the churches of Jerusalem and Alexandria. 

The Liturgy which goes usually by the name of S. 
James, or, of the church of Jerusalem is, by the consent 
of all scholars, the genuine representative of an original 
Liturgy used in that church. It retains certain charac- 
teristic features differentiating it from all other Liturgies. 
It has however, in its present shape, received considerable 
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modifications from the See of Constantinople. We have 
an original Greek, and a Latin translation of the Syriac 
version, published by Renaudot. 

The Canon of S. James. 

The Institution. — Who when He was about to en- 
dure His voluntary and life giving death upon the cross, 
the Sinless for us sinners, in the night in which He was 
betrayed, yea rather gave Himself up for the life and sal- 
vation of the world, having taken bread in His holy, spot- 
less, pure and deathless hands, He looked up to heaven 
and shewed it to Thee His God and Father ; and gave 
thanks and hallowed and brake and gave to us His disci- 
ples and apostles and said, Take eat This is My body which 
is broken for you, and is given for the remission of sins.

The Oblation We therefore also, sinners, remem- 
bering His life-giving passion, His salutary cross, His 
death, and resurrection from the dead on the third day, 
His ascension into heaven, and session on the right hand 
of Thee, His God and Father, and His glorious and ter- 
rible coming again, when He shall come with glory to 
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judge the quick and the dead and to render to every man 
according to his works, offer to Thee, Lord this tre- 
mendous and unbloody sacrifice,* beseeching Thee that 
Thou wouldst not deal with us after our sins, nor reward 
us according to our iniquities ; but according to Thy ten- 
derness and unspeakable love to man, pass by and take 
out of the way the handwriting which is against us, Thy 
suppliants, and give us Thy heavenly and eternal gifts, 
which eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, and it hath not 
entered into the heart of man what Thou hast prepared O 
God for those who love Thee : and do not reject Thy peo- 
ple O God Lover of men, for me and for my sins' sake. 

The Ik vocation. — Have mercy upon us O God ac- 
cording to Thy great mercy, and send down upon us and 
upon these gifts now lying before Thee Thy Allholy 
Spirit, the Lord, and Giver of life, enthroned and ruling 
together with Thee, God and Father, and with Thine 
only begotten Son, consubstantial and coeternal, Who

What has been said of the Liturgy of S. James is true 
mutatis mutandis of that which passes under the name of 
S. Mark, or, of the church of Alexandria. It fairly rep- 
resents an original Liturgy used in that patriarchate, 
modified by the preponderating influence of Constanti- 
nople. There is but one known MS., the text of which 
evidently corrupt in some places, cannot be corrected, ex- 
cept tentatively. The Coptic Liturgies are of this family. 

The Canon of S. Mark. 

The words of Institution. — Verily earth and hea- 
ven are full of Thy holy glory through the appearing of 
our Lord, and God, and Saviour Jesus Christ : Fill also 
O God this sacrifice with Thy blessing by the coming

These two other very ancient Liturgies follow mani- 
festly the same divine pattern. They have the Institu- 
tion, the Oblation, the Invocation, and in the same right 
order. They vary much from each other in the develop- 
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ment of the different parts, but the idea of each part is the 
same in all. All the eastern Liturgies, of alienated, 
schismatic, heretic, all, follow this one pattern. Though 
in some of them the man's wisdom of the compilers or 
arrangers has altered now and again the divinely ordered 
sequence. Forgetting the true meaning, or misunder- 
standing the significance of the ancient arrangement, they 
change the place of the Invocation, and of the Oblation. 
Still all the parts are there. So that whether we look at 
Coptic or Armenian, ^Ethiopian or Syrian, Nestorian or 
Monophysite, all have kept the old deposit their fathers 
took with them when they left the Church. 

It is plain then, that the Divine Liturgy in its fulness, 
contains the Institution, the Oblation, and the Invocation. 
Does not the Holy Church throughout the world follow 
this same sequence in her annual commemoration of the 
facts of the Redemption? Beginning with the Feast of 
the Annunciation, we are carried on through Christmas, 
the great festival of the Nativity; through the forty days 
in the wilderness, the days of temptation and distress; 
through Good Friday, awfullest and most precious of days, 
unto Easter, Queen of Feasts. Or in other words from 
the moment when that humblest and meekest and holiest 
of the daughters of Eve bowed her head in duteous sub- 
mission, when that august and awful message came to her, 
" Hail thou that art full of grace ; the Holy Ghost shall 
come upon thee, and the power of the Highest shall over- 
shadow thee ;" and said : " behold the handmaid of the 
Lord : be it unto me according to thy word :" until when 
on the greatest midnight the world has known, He passed, 
.without sound or warning, through the sealed rock, on 
his second earthly birth, as he had passed through the 
sealed womb on his first. 
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Then follows the eucharistic preface, telling of the work 
of creation, government and election. The bishop calls 
upon the people to join with the host of the bodiless ones, 
the spiritual intelligences, the nine orders of the eternal 
armies of heaven, with angels and archangels and princi- 
palities, with dominions, authorities and powers, with the 
thrones, the cherubim and the six winged seraphim, (with 
two they cover their feet, with two they cover their heads, 
and with two they do fly,) with ceaseless shout, and con- 
tinual cry, in singing the triumphal hymn of the incarnate 
Conqueror, proclaiming the advent of the Prince of Peace, 
in the words of the greatest of the prophets, Isaiah the 
son of Amos, who was faithful in his vision. And the 
people say : 

Holy, Holy, Holy, O Lord of Hosts, full is the heaven, 
and the earth of Thy glory. Hosanna to the Son of 
David. Blessed be He That cometh in the name of the 
Lord. God is the Lord, and He hath appeared unto us.

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second epistle. Before this date, we had only the large 
fragments of the two epistles, which were appended to the 
MS. given to Charles I by Cyril Lucar. 

The date of the epistle of St. Clement is given as A. D. 
93-97, so that we have in this newly discovered passage, 
part of what is perhaps the very oldest Liturgy. 

"And we will ask, making prayer and supplication with 
instancy that the Creator of all things will guard unbroken 
the numbered number of His elect in all the world, through 
His beloved Son Jesus Christ, by Whom He hath called us 
out of darkness into light, from ignorance into the know- 
ledge of the glory of His name, to hope upon Thy name 
the cause of all creation, opening the eyes of our heart, 
that we may know Thee, the only highest in the highest, 
abiding holy in the holy, Who humblest the insolence of 
the proud, Who scatterest the thoughts of the nations, Who 
liftest up the lowly and bringest the lofty down, Who 
makest rich and makest poor, Who killest and givest life, 
the alone Benefactor of spirits and God of all flesh, Who 
lookest into the abysses, Scanner of the works of man, 
Helper of those in danger, Saviour of those who have no 
hope, Creator and Watcher of every spirit, Who multi- 
pliest the nations upon earth and from all hast chosen those 
that love Thee through Jesus Christ Thy beloved Son^ 
through Whom Thou hast instructed, hallowed, honoured 
us. We beseech Thee O Lord be our Help and Pro-* 
tector. Save those of us who are in affliction, pity the 
humble, raise up the fallen, show Thyself to the needy, 
heal the sick, bring back those of Thy people who have 
wandered, satisfy the hungry, deliver those of us who are 
in bonds, lift up the weak, comfort the feeble-minded. 
Let all the nations know that Thou art God alone, and 
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Jesus Christ Thy Son, and we, Thy people and sheep of 
Thy pasture. 

Thou didst show forth the eternal fabric of the world 
by Thy workings. Thou O Lord didst create the earth. 
Faithful in all generations, just in judgments, wonderful 
in might and majesty, wise in creating, prudent in estab- 
lishing that which is made, good in things that are seen, 
faithful with those that trust in Thee, merciful and pitiful, 
forgive us our sins and iniquities, transgressions and short- 
comings. Impute not every sin of Thy servants and hand- 
maidens, but cleanse us with the cleansing of Thy truth, 
and direct our steps in holiness and righteousness, to walk 
in simplicity of heart, and to do what is good and accept- 
able before Thee and before our rulers. 

Yea O Lord let Thy face shine upon us for good in 
peace, that we may be covered by Thy powerful hand, 
and saved from all sin by Thine uplifted arm, and deliver 
us from all that hate us unjustly. Give concord and peace 
to us and to all the inhabitants of the earth as Thou didst 
give to our fathers, when they called upon Thee holily in 
faith and truth, being obedient to Thy all powerful and 
most excellent name. 

To our rulers and governors upon earth Thou O Lord 
hast given to them the power of the kingdom through Thy 
magnificent and unspeakable might, that we recognizing 
the glory and honour given to them by Thee may be sub- 
ject unto them, in nothing opposing Thy will. Grant to 
them O Lord, health, peace, concord, stability, that they 
may administer the government given unto them by Thee 
without hindrance. For Thou O Lord, heavenly, ever- 
lasting King, givest to the sons of men glory and honour 
and power over those things that are upon the earth. Do 
Thou O Lord direct their counsel according to what is 
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right and acceptable before Thee, that religiously adminis- 
tering with peace and gentleness the power that is given 
to them by Thee they may obtain Thy favour. O Thou 
Who art alone able to do these and far better things for 
us, we confess to Thee through the High Priest and Guar- 
dian of our souls Jesus Christ, through Whom to Thee be 
glory and majesty now, and for all generations, and for- 
ever and ever. Amen."* 

u We can discern," says Hammond,t " two powerful 
causes which co-operated to produce a complete change 
[of language] by the early part of the fourth century. 
The terrible oriental plague, introduced into Europe by 
the army returning from the Parthian war (A. D. 167) 
gradually spread over and devastated the whole western 
world. It raged for a century and a half. At Rome itself 
at one time its ravages were so fearful that two thousand 
persons per diem are said to have been buried. Niebuhr, 
in his Lectures on the History of Rome (volume iii) sees 
no reason to disbelieve this statement : and he attributes 
in large measure to this pestilence an utter decline in lite- 
rature and even in civilization, accompanying the general 
distress throughout the latter parts of the third century, 
and until the time of Constantine. Then came the trans- 
ference of the seat of the Empire to Constantinople, and 
in consequence of it the concentration of many foreign 
and disturbing influences upon the new focus, allowing 
thereby full freedom of play to the native element. At 
any rate, at some time in the fourth century what we may 
style the official language of the Roman Church became 
Latin." 

The earliest extant Liturgical document of the Latin

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Church is the so called Sacramentary of St. Leo, but this 
contains no Canon. The Sacramentary of Pope Gelasius 
(492-6) gives for the first time the Canon. St. Gregory 
the Great " revised, condensed and reorganized the Gela- 
sian Sacramentary, inserted a short passage in the para- 
graph Hanc Igitnr of the Canon, and (-most characteristic 
alteration of all) he placed the Lord's prayer in imme- 
diate juxtaposition with the Canon, from which it had 
been previously separated by the Fraction &c."*

to Thee their vows O eternal, living and true God. 

Communicating and venerating chiefly the memory of 
the glorious ever virgin Mary, mother of God our Lord 
Jesus Christ, &c. &c, by the merits and prayers of whom 
do Thou grant that in all things we may be defended by 
the help of Thy protection. By the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord. Amen. 

This oblation therefore, of our service, and of all Thy 
family, O Lord, we beseech that Thou wilt graciously 
accept, mayst dispose our days in Thy peace, and com- 
mand us to l>e delivered from eternal damnation, and to 
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be numbered in the flock of Thy elect. By Christ our 
Lord. Amen. 

Which oblation we beseech that Thou wilt vouchsafe 
to make in all things blessed, approved, right, reasonable, 
and acceptable, that it may become to us the body and 
blood of Thy most beloved Son, our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The Institution Who the day before He suffered 

took bread in His holy and venerable hands and with 
eyes raised to heaven to Thee O God His Almighty 
Father, giving thanks to Thee, He blessed, brake, and 
gave to His disciples saying, Take and eat all, of this. 
For this is My body. In the same manner after supper 
taking also this very goodly cup in His holy and venera- 
ble hands, again giving Thee thanks, He blessed and gave 
to His disciples saying Take and drink of it all of you : 
For this is the Cup of My blood, of the new and eternal 
covenant (testament) the mystery of faith, which is shed 
for you and for many for the remission of sins. As often 
as ye do these things ye do them in memory of Me. 

The Oblation We therefore O Lord, Thy servants 

and Thy holy people remembering the blessed passion of 
that Christ Thy Son, our Lord, and His resurrection from 
the dead, and His glorious ascension into heaven, offer to 
Thy excellent majesty of Thy gifts and presents, a pure 
victim, a holy victim, an immaculate victim, the holy 
bread of eternal life and the cup of everlasting salvation. 

Upon which do Thou vouchsafe to look with propitious 
and serene countenance, and accept them as Thou didst 
vouchsafe to accept the gifts of Thy just servant Abel, 
and the sacrifice of our patriarch Abraham, and the holy 
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sacrifice, the spotless victim which Thy high priest Mel- 
chisedec offered unto Thee. 

We suppliants, beseech Thee, Almighty God, command 
these to be carried by the hands of Thy holy angel to 
Thy high Altar in the sight of Thy divine majesty, that 
all of us who shall by this participation of the altar par- 
take of the most holy body and blood of Thy son, may be 
filled with all heavenly benediction and grace. Through 
the same our Lord Jesus Christ. Amen. 



We have in the Roman Canon the words of Institu- 
tion, and the Oblation, in proper order. But there is no 
Invocation. That it was not always so is certain, and 
there are hints and expressions in the present rite, and in 
other cognate rites, which seem to be waifs and strays of 
some long lost prayer for the coming of the Holy Spirit.* 

* It is well worthy of remark, that all the ancient Western 
Liturgies, whatever change their Invocations may have under- 
gone, still betray their Eastern derivation by retaining in their 
prayers of Oblation many petitions for the sanctification of the 
gifts, sometimes even ascribing it expressly to the Holy Ghost. 
Thus the Roman: "Let the Holy Ghost, Lord, graciously 
take to Himself the gifts placed upon Thine altar." •' The 
gifts which we offer to Thee of our service, Lord, do Thou 
make a saving sacrament to us." " The sacrifices offered unto 
Thy regards, Lord, let that Divine fire take, which through 
the Holy Ghost inflamed the hearts of the disciples of Thy 
Christ." The Milanese " Sanctify, Lord, the gifts offered 
unto Thee, that they may become the Body and Blood of Thine 
only begotten." " Touch these gifts, Lord, with the power 
of the Holy Ghost, that etc." Let our gifts, Lord, be conse- 
crated by the coming of the Holy Ghost." " Impart the pres- 
ence of Thy Majesty to these gifts." The Spanish: "Impart 
to these sacrifices an ample gift of Thy blessing." "Glide 
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Hammond suggests two places, where we may look for 
it;, the paragraph beginning " Which oblation we beseech 
Thee &c." just before the words of Institution : and the 
paragraph beginning " Upon which do Thou vouchsafe to 
look <&c." just after the Oblation. This is the proper 
place for it. But we would look in vain for it in this 
paragraph, which is the very worst part of the whole 
service. 

The words of Institution have been uttered. By the 
teaching of all their divines, and of all English divines, 
who have studied the subject, and hold to their own ser- 
vice, the change has taken place. " There is a change in 
the bread and wine," said Bp. Latimer, "and such a 
change as no power but the omnipotency of God can 
make."* 

The change has taken place, and yet God is asked to 
look upon these Gifts, upon the Body and the Blood of 
His own only begotten and coeternal Son, with as favour- 
able an eye as He looked upon the gifts of holy Abel, the 
sacrifice of Abraham, the bread and the wine of Melchise- 
dec, priest of the most High God. This is bathos. It is 
well nigh blasphemy. Or it would be so, were it not that

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the prayer is really a very ancient prayer, but in the general 
breaking up which the Roman Liturgy has suffered, it has 
got woefully out of place. 

In the very long Eucharistic preface of the Liturgy of 
the Apostolical Constitutions we read "Thou didst accept 
the sacrifice of Abel. * * Thou didst save Abraham 
from the impiety of his forefathers, and didst appoint him 
heir of the world, and didst show him Thy Christ. Thou 
didst foreordain Melchisedec high priest of Thy worship.* 

* So also in the pro-Anaphora of the Greek S. James, we have 

"And grant us Lord, to offer to Thee with all fear and a 
pure conscience this spiritual and unbloody sacrifice, which re- 
ceiving upon Thy holy and heavenly and intellectual! altar, .as 
a spiritual odour of sweet smell, send down upon us in return 
the grace of Thy all holy Spirit : and, God, look upon us, and 
regard this our reasonable service, and accept it, as Thou didst 
accept the gifts of Abel, the sacrifices of Noah, the priestly min- 
istrations of Moses and Aaron, the peace offerings of Samuel, the 
repentance of David, the incense of Zacharias." 

This has evidently been modernized ; the ideas belonging to 
a later part of the service appear here by anticipation, as will 
be seen by comparing it with the Syriac S. James : "0 God, 
Who didst accept the sacrifice of Abel in the field, of Noah in 
the ark, of Abraham in the top of the mount, of David in the 
threshing floor of Oman the Jebusite, of Elijah in Mount Carmel, 
and the mites of the widow in the treasury, do Thou, Lord, 
accept these oblations which are offered to Thee by my weak and 
sinful hands.' ' 

And again in S. Mark's Liturgy, in the long intercession 
which interpolates the Eucharistic preface, in the Diptychs for 
the living : 

" Receive Lord upon Thy holy and heavenly and intellect- 
ual altar, into the great places of the heavens by Thy archan-

But the most curious notion as to what part of the 
Roman service we are to claim as the Invocation is that 
held by Probst,* following the lead of Binterim and 
Hoppe. He takes the last passage quoted above, to be 
the Invocation, and the holy angel there spoken of to be 
the Holy Ghost. 

But this passage seems the echo of that in the Clemen- 
tine Liturgy: "For the gift which is offered to the Lord 
God, let us beseech Him, that the good God will accept 

gelic ministry the thanksgivings of those who bring sacrifices 
and offerings, whether it be much or little, secretly or openly 
(and) of those who will but have not, even of those who bring 
their offerings to day ; as thou didst receive the gifts of Thy holy 
Abel, the sacrifice of our father Abraham, the incense of Zacha- 
rias, the alms of Cornelius, the two mites of the widow, receive 
also their thanksgivings and give them for earthly things, hea- 
venly, and for temporal things, eternal. 

S. Basil preserves the proper tradition. Just after the Great 
Entrance, i. e., the bringing in of the bread and wine, and plac- 
ing them upon the holy table : we find " Look upon us, God, 
and regard this our service, and accept it, as Thou didst' accept 
the gifts of Abel, the sacrifices of Noah, the whole burnt offerings 
of Abraham, the priestly ministrations of Moses and Aaron, the 
peace offerings of Samuel."

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it, through the mediation of His Christ, upon His heavenly 
altar, for a savour of sweet smell." 

That the Roman form is a very old one is evidenced by 
a remarkable passage in that very ancient book, The Tes- 
taments of the XII Patriarchs. "But they in the fourth 
[heaven] above these are holy. But fh the highest of all 
inhabits the great glory in the Holy of holies. In this are 
the angels of the Face of the Lord, who minister and 
propitiate — ol \tctovpyovvts$ x<u i£i\aox6p(vot, — with the 
Loud for all the ignorances of the just. For they bring 
to the Lord a reasonable savour of sweet smell, and an 
unbloody oblation. In that which is under this are the 
angels who bring the answers to the angels of the Face of 
the Lord. In the next are the thrones and powers, in 
which always hymns are brought to the Most High."* 

The prayer is very old and very solemn, but it is no 
Invocation. 

Not only does the Roman church lack this all important 
part of the divine worship, but all those who once with 
her have separated from her, and which derive their forms 
from hers, share in this want. The English church, with 
a consecrating priesthood, the Swedish, Danish, and Dutch 
communions, without one, have followed in this respect 
only too faithfully the Roman pattern.t

After this long episode it is time for us to go back to 
our imagined Lord's day at Antioch. The service proper 
is ended, and the bishop partakes of the sacred elements, 
and gives to the attending clergy, and then they to all the 
people in order, with reverence, and godly fear, and with- 
out confusion, or unseemly noise. All partake of the great 
and heavenly feast, for all are children of God, and heirs 
with Christ, bone of His bone, and flesh of His flesh. 
They are really and truly a royal priesthood,* called to 
eat of the sacrifice as priests to God even the Father, and 
a peculiar people zealous of good works. And while the

All those sacrifices therefore which Jesus the Christ has ordained 
to be made through His name, that is in the Eucharist of the 
bread and the cup, them performed everywhere on the earth by 
the Christians, God having accepted, beareth witness that they 
are well pleasing unto Him. — Ed Migne, page 745. End of chap- 
ter 116 and beginning of chapter 117.

distribution is made to the people the singers chaunt the 
thirty-fourth Psalm. " O taste and see how gracious the 
Lord is : blessed is the man that trusteth in Him. O fear 
the Lord ye that are His saints : for they that fear Him 
lack nothing. The lions do lack and suffer hunger : but 
they who seek the Lord shall want no manner of thing 
that is good." 

And when all have partaken, and the deacons have 
carried what remains into the sacristy, to be taken to the 
sick and imprisoned, the bishop blesses them, and the 
deacon bids them depart in peace. 



There are four parts, four conditions of every perfect 
sacrifice. First, says Le Brun,* " the acceptation of the 
victim by the priests." I should rather say the thorough 
preparation of the victim, by selection, examination, kill- 
ing, dividing the parts, everything that pertains to making 
the victim ready for the offering. Second — the oblation 
to God. Third — " The change or destruction of the vic- 
tim ;" by fire from on high, mediately or immediately. 
Fourth — the consumption or communion of the victim. 

In all these four parts we have seen that the Clementine 
Liturgy agrees with the requirements. 1st. The words 
of Institution — the very words of our blessed Lord Him- 
self — words, which all who profess and call themselves 
Christians, read or say at the true Feast of Love, or at 
what they, in their blindness, mean and think to be such. 
Always, and by all people, everywhere, every day, and 
every hour, are these holy words repeated. They cannot 
be without avail.

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2d. The Oblation to God and the Father, of the changed 
elements, the body and the blood of the Lord Christ. 

3d. The Invocation, the asking for, the expectation of, 
the sure reception of, the Holy Ghost, coming upon the 
holy gifts and upon the faithful worshippers, the mystical 
body of the incarnate Lord. 

4th. The Communion of the body and blood of the 
Lord, whereof all are partakers, all are called to eat, all 
are called to drink. The Lord comes to visit us. He 
will come into our hearts and dwell with us, transforming 
us, and interpenetrating us, and making us sharers of the 
divine nature, no longer aliens and strangers, but sons and 
daughters of the Lord God Almighty, the most High. 

It was just this way too under the old Covenant. I 
have at the beginning of these remarks called attention to 
the first three parts, and now have to speak briefly of the 
fourth. 

" The Sacrificial meal, says Willis, in its highest aspect 
characterized the Peace-offerings alone ; though in a sub- 
ordinate way there was a meal connected both with the sin 
and the burnUofferings, inasmuch as certain sin-offerings 
were eaten by the priests, and the whole of the burnt- 
offering was regarded as the food of God. In the Peace- 
offerings however the meal is the principal feature."* 



Christ the one true burnt-offering died upon the cross 
and was buried ; wholly a sacrifice for the sins of the 
whole world. 

Christ the Sin-offering, priest and sacrifice, standeth at 
the right hand of God, ever pleading His infinite merits,

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with that Father Who ao loved us that He freely gave for 
us His only begotten and well beloved Son. 

Christ the Peace-offering — wherein God doth assure as 
of His favour and goodness towards as and that we are 
very members incorporate in the mystical body of His Son. 



Ah Lord what is man that Thoa art so mindful of him 
or the son of man that Thoa visitest him ?

Neale has shown that the passage in St. Paul's 1st 
Epistle to the Corinthians II, 9, "But as it is written, 
Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which God hath pre- 
pared for them that love Him," does not come immedi- 
ately from Isaiah, but from the Liturgy of St. James. He 
has also shown that many other expressions of the great 
apostle, are quotations from Liturgies. The Clementine 
Liturgy affords many more such. 

The words of Institution, repeated by St. Paul in the 
eleventh chapter of this 1st Epistle to the Corinthians, 
are by the force of his own words, a quotation, " which I 
also delivered unto you" — handed them over — long ago — 
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not to day for the first time — but when I first preached 
Christ among you, and was strengthened by the Lord's 
standing by me, and bidding me be of good courage, for 
that He had many true" followers in your city ; then I 
gave them to you, when having turned to the Lord, and 
having been illuminated by holy baptism, and having put 
on Christ, I taught you how, with what rites, with what 
ceremonies, with what manner of service, ye should wor- 
ship God, the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. They are 
a quotation from a Liturgy, and from a Liturgy very 
similar if not identical with that I have so largely quoted 
from. 

That favourite exclamation of the apostle " Salute ye 
one another with a holy kiss"* is the deacon's bidding to 
the kiss of Peace : and evidently taken from the Liturgy, 
they used : and which all were accustomed to hear and to 
respond to. 

The blessing with which St. Paul closes his second 
epistle to the Corinthians — the two epistles are rich in 
liturgical phrases — " The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and the love of God, and the fellowship of the Holy Ghost 
be with you all" is as we have seen, the opening salutation 
of the whole service, and again the opening salutation of 
the priest as he begins the Anaphora. It is much more 
probable that St. Paul quotes this mysterious blessing, 
from some liturgy established by the apostles, divinely 
guided, one known and used of all men, than that he 
should himself have ventured upon a mode of expression, 
so entirely different from any other we know of. The 
baptismal formula is, in the Name of the Father and of

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the Son and of the Holy Ghost. The Gloria is, Glory be 
to the Father and to the Son, and to the Holy Ghost. 
The creed is, I believe in the Father and in the Son and 
in the Holy Ghost. Here the name of the Son precedes, 
not without meaning, not without significance, as we have 
seen, but in a way no where else found. This has caused 
many to change the order, and to say, the love of the 
Father and the grace of the Son and the communion of 
the Holy Ghost. Wise they above what is written ! 
Divine mysteries must be taken as they are. We must 
not alter because we can thereby, so we think, better un- 
derstand. 

This has been markedly the case with the Divine Lit- 
urgy. Not being able to comprehend why the Holy Spirit 
should be invoked to do what was already done, they 
change and finally lose the Invocation. They modify and 
nearly lose the Oblation. And the true intent of this 
blessing, we are speaking of, they have forgotten alto- 
gether. 

The long extract given at page 90 from St. Clement's 
epistle, and which is unquestionably an extract from a 
liturgy — a liturgy well known and of authority not only 
to Clement himself, but to those to whom he wrote — has 
suggested the thought that perhaps there may be other 
quotations also in this Epistle. I will point out two or 
three which have struck me in reading it over, others 
may easily find more. 

" The heavens are moved by his governance and are 
subject to Him in peace. Day and night perform the 
course assigned by Him without hindering one the other. 
The sun, the moon and the choir of the stars roll in the 
orbits appointed to them according to His command, in 
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harmony without swerving from them. The earth fruit- 
ful according to His will, in her proper seasons giveth 
food abundantly to men and beasts and to all creatures 
living upon it, not hesitating nor changing anything which 
He hath decreed. The unsearchable places of the abysses 
and the unutterable regions of the depths are constrained by 
the same laws. The huge mass of the boundless sea, stand- 
* ing in its gatherings by His workmanship doth not pass the 
barriers assigned to it. But as He hath appointed it so it 
doeth. For He said : Hitherto shalt thou come, and thy 
waves be broken in thee. The ocean impassable to man, 
and the worlds beyond it are governed by the same ordi- 
nances of the Lord. The seasons of spring, and summer, 
and autumn, and winter, interchange one with the other 
in peace. The stations of the winds in their fitting time 
perform their ministry without disturbance. The ever- 
lasting fountains created for enjoyment and health offer 
without ceasing their breasts to men for (the preservation) 
of life. Yea the smallest of living creatures meet together 
in concord and peace."* 

This passage is unmistakably part of the Bishop's prayer 
rehearsing the marvels of the creation. 

As is also the following from Chapter XXXIII. 

" For the Creator and Lord of all Himself rejoices in 
His works. For by His very excellent power He estab- 
lished the heavens, and by His incomprehensible under- 
standing He adorned them. The earth He separated from 
the water that surrounded it, and made it firm upon the 
sure foundation of His own will,f and the living things 
that go up and down in it, He commanded to exist by His

ordinance. Having before created the sea and the liv- 
ing creatures therein, He shot it in by His own power. 
With His sacred and faultless hands He formed man, 
after the impress of His own image, most excellent of all 
creatures and exceeding great in his intelligence. For 
thus God spake : Let as make man after oar image, and 
after oar likeness. And God made man, male and female 
made He them. When therefore he had finished all these " 
things He praised and blessed them and said : Increase 
and multiply." 

And again this introduction of the Triumphal Hymn 
made as it were involuntarily in the midst of his argu- 
ment, how suggestive of the divine Liturgy which perhaps 
he had just before shared in. 

" Let our boast and our confidence be in Him. Let us 
submit ourselves to His will. Let us mark the whole 
multitude of His angels, how they stand by and minister 
to His wilL For the scripture saith, "Ten thousand 
times ten thousand stand before Him, and thousand thou- 
sands minister unto Him, and they cry: Holy, holy, holy, 
Lord God of hosts, full is the whole creation of Thy 
glory." We also therefore gathered together in concord, 
with full consent as with one mouth will cry to Him in- 
tently that we may become partakers of His great and 
glorious promises. For it saith " Eye hath not seen and 
ear hath not heard, and it hath not entered into the heart 
of man, what things He hath prepared for them that wait 
for Him."* 

But on this subject read Neale's Essay, with its appen- 
dix, already referred to.

We can now take up our own Prayer Book and ex- 
amine the structure of its " Order for the administration 
of the Lord's Supper" with a fuller appreciation of its 
beauties, and its excellencies. And we can wonder at the 
guidance of Divine Providence, how out of weakness we 
became strong, how from having the poorest, we obtained 
the best. 

It is often objected to us by our Roman opponents, that 
ours is the religion of a book, and that our worship is con- 
tained in a book, and never put into actual life, and practice. 
There is thus much truth in this, that we do not indeed 
as yet use our book as we,ought, though even in this we 
are improving. But the book is useful, useable, and used. 
It is meant for use, it is fit for use, it is used. Now their 
Breviary, wonderful as it is, in its beauty and vast pro- 
portions, is not used, and never can be used by the people. 
It is not really used by the priests. The religion taught 
in it is not that which is taught in their churches. Their 
life and their ideal are immensely more divergent than 
ours are. 

Our ancestors came to this western land bringing with 
them the English Prayer Book. No priest, no bishop guided 
their steps. They built their little houses of God in the wil- 
derness. They begged for priests, which were grudgingly 
granted them. They implored for bishops, which were 
persistently refused. The hour of God came. The mother 
country, and the mother church, tied and bound down by 
10 
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the god less State, lost their opportunity, and their choicest 
possession. 

The clergy of one of the newly independent States, 
backed by their people, sent Dr. Seabury to England, to 
get if might be now at the last, the coveted blessing, so long 
and unfeelingly withheld. The Bishops, for one reason 
or another — realizing far better, that they were the ser- 
vants of their earthly king, than that they were bishops 
in the church of God, and had spiritual duties and obliga- 
tions transcending far all mere earthly claims — put him 
off, and off, and off, till finally, wearied out with the delay, 
he resolved to follow the alternative course suggested by 
the Connecticut clergy, and to seek from the almost for- 
gotten and trampled out church of Scotland, what was so 
absolutely refused him in England. We can see now, 
how the hand of God was in all this. He turned his 
steps northward. He met with the Scotch bishops. He 
stated his needs, he explained # his necessities, he showed 
his claims. The bishops agreed to consecrate him. They 
urged on him only that no effort should be spared to in- 
troduce their Communion office into Connecticut at once, 
and, if it might be, into the other States also. They knew 
its beauty. They appreciated its catholicity. He studied 
the office. Under their guidance he traced its sources. 
He too learned to know and to appreciate its beauty and 
true catholicity. He consented to their terms. 

The English bishops were startled. Should the Church 
in the new world be indeed allowed to receive its chief 
pastors from this Jacobite succession, these nonjuring pre- 
lates? They agreed to get permission from Parliament, 
to consecrate bishops for America. They did get it. 
They consecrated Dr. White and his fellows. They 
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bound them to continue the succession strictly in the 
English line. God is stronger than man. 

After four years of hesitation, representatives from all 
the States came together in the Convention of 1789. The 
House of Bishops consisted really, as Dr. Provoost was 
absent, of the two men, who were each in his way a head 
and shoulders taller than his contemporaries, Bishops Sea- 
bury and White. We shall one day learn what we owe 
to those two men. Attention is drawn to both every day 
more and more. And the more they are studied, the 
greater are they seen to be. 

Bishop Seabury, mindful of his promise, brought the 
Communion Service which he had prepared for the Church 
in Connecticut, but which he had not secured the adoption 
of, from the Scottish book, before the attention of Bishop 
White, and earnestly urged its acceptance upon him. He 
found in him a wise, an attentive, an appreciative listener. 
He convinced his brother; and through the instrumentality 
of that enigma, Dr. William Smith, president of the 
house of deputies — the man who had in every way op- 
posed Dr. Seabury's consecration in England and Scot- 
land ; and who was prevented from being himself conse- 
crated to the diocese of Maryland, to which he had been 
elected, by the prudent interposition of Bishop White — 
through his instrumentality, the wishes of the two bishops 
were granted by the House, and the Office as we now have 
it was adopted. 

What a step was that from the Proposed Book to the 
Book of Common Prayer of 1790! 

In that wise action of those, whom we have a right to 
call the two wise founders of the Church in the United 
States, Bishops William White and Samuel Seabury, lay 
the secret of the great — for it has been great, though to 
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oar hopes and desires it seems small — growth of our 
Church in this country. 

We have a Liturgy, grand in its proportions, true in 
its following of the divine pattern, simple in its ritual. 
Not too long, not too verbose, not too unchanging for the 
daily use of man,- it has not its equal any wheres. Espe- 
cially is this manifest when we consider the nature, the 
restlessness, the unimpressible impressivenessof the people 
for whom it is intended. There is just enough, not too 
much, and not too little. Not too little for majesty and 
magnificence, not too much for weariness and lassitude. 
Now let us look at the Canon. 

Here are our three necessary parts in proper sequence, 
in due order, one after the other, followed by the fourth 
and completing portion. Were there ever sweeter words, 
more happily chosen expressions, heard any where, or in 
any of the tongues of the sons of Adam. The English 
language, that grandest instrument of human thought, 
comes out in its perfection. 

Let us read over once more the familiar words. 

The Institution, with the Preface. All glory be to 
Thee Almighty God, our heavenly Father, for that Thou, 
of Thy tender mercy, didst give Thine only Son Jesus 
Christ to suffer death upon the Cross for our redemption; 
Who made there (by His one oblation of Himself once 
offered) a full, perfect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, 
and satisfaction, for the sins of the whole world; and did 
institute, and in His holy gospel command us to continue, 
a perpetual memory of that His precious death and sacri- 
fice, until His coming again : For in the night in which 
He was betrayed, He took bread; and when he had given 
thanks, He brake it, and gave it to His disciples, saying, 
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Take, eat, this is My body, which is given for you ; do this 
in remembrance of Me. Likewise, after Supper, He took 
the Cup ; and when He had given thanks, He gave it to 
them, saying, Drink ye all of this ; for this is My blood 
of the New Testament, which is shed for you, and for 
many, for the remission of sins ; do this, as oft as ye shall 
drink it, in remembrance of Me. 

The Oblation. Wherefore, O Lord and heavenly 
Father* according to the institution of Thy dearly beloved 
Son our Saviour Jesus Christ, we, Thy humble servants, 
do celebrate and make here before Thy divine majesty, 
with these Thy holy gifts, which we now offer unto Thee, 
the memorial Thy Son hath commanded us to make; 
having in remembrance His blessed passion and precious 
death, his mighty resurrection and glorious ascension ; 
rendering unto Thee most hearty thanks for the innumer- 
able benefits procured unto us by the same. 

„The Invocation. And we most humbly beseech 
Thee, O merciful Father, to hear us; and, of Thy 
almighty goodness, vouchsafe to bless and sanctify, with 
Thy word and Holy Spirit, these Thy gifts and creatures 
of bread and wine ; that we, receiving them according to 
Thy Son our Saviour Jesus Christ's holy institution, in 
remembrance of his death and passion, may be partakers 
of His most blessed body and blood 

Then follows a Hymn. 

Then the Communion — Celebrant, priests and people 

in order.

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The great similitude of our own Office with that of the 
earliest of which we have remains, is at once apparent. 
The resemblance is not only in expressions, it is almost 
in words. 

Let us look now at the Canon in the English book. 

" The Institution. Almighty God, our heavenly 
Father, Who of Thy tender mercy didst give Thine only 
Son Jesus Christ to suffer death upon the Cross for our 
redemption ; Who made there (by His one oblation of 
Himself once offered) a full, perfect, aud sufficient sacri- 
fice, oblation, and satisfaction, for the sins of the whole 
world; and did institute, and in His holy Gospel com- 
mand us to continue, a perpetual memory of that His 
precious death, until His coming again; Hear us O mer- 
ciful Father, we most humbly beseech Thee ; and grant 
that we receiving these Thy creatures of bread and wine, 
according to Thy Son our Saviour Jesus Christ's holy 
institution, in remembrance of His death and passion, 
may be partakers of His most blessed body and blood : 
Who, in the same night that He was betrayed, took 
bread; and, when he had given thanks, *He brake it, and 
gave it to His disciples, saying, Take, eat, this is My 
body which is given for you : Do this in remembrance of 
Me. Likewise after supper He took the Cup; and, when 
He had given thanks, He gave it to them, saying, Drink 
ye all of this ; for this is My blood of the New Testament, 
which is shed for you and for many for the remission of 
sins : Do this, as oft as ye shall drink it, in remembrance 
of Me." 

Then follows the Communion. 
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And this is all : merely the Institution. There is no 
Oblation, no Invocation. How cold, how depressing is 
this, so different from the warmth, the devotion, the glory 
of ours. 



And how stands it with the Canon of the First Book 
of Edward VI, of 1549, which so many English hearts 
look back to with longing ; and wish it were once more 
their own. 

" The Preface. O God heavenly Father, Which of 
Thy tender mercy didst give Thine only Son Jesus Christ, 
to suffer death upon the Cross for our redemption, Who 
made there (by His one oblation, once offered) a full, per- 
fect, and sufficient sacrifice, oblation, and satisfaction, for 
the sins of the whole world, and did institute, and in His 
holy Gospel command us to celebrate, a perpetual memory 
of that His precious death, until His coming again : 

The Invocation. Hear us (O merciful Father) we 
beseech Thee ; and with Thy Holy Spirit and word vouch- 
safe to bless and sanctify these Thy gifts, and creatures of 
bread and wine, that they may be unto us the body and 
blood of Thy most dearly beloved Son Jesus Christ. 

The Institution. Who, in the same night that He 
was betrayed, took bread, and when He had blessed, and 
given thanks, He brake it, and gave it to His disciples, 
saying : Take, eat, this is My body which is given for 
you : do this in remembrance of Me. Likewise after sup- 
per He took the Cup, and when He had given thanks, 
He gave it to them, saying : Drink ye all of this, for this 
is My blood of the New Testament, which is shed for you 
and for many, for remission of sins : Do this as oft as 
you shall drink it, in remembrance of Me. 
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The Oblatiox. Wherefore, O Lord and heavenly- 
Father, according to the Institution of Thy dearly he- 
loved Son, our Saviour Jesus Christ, we Thy humble 
servants do celebrate, and make here before Thy divine 
majesty, with these Thy holy gifts, the memorial which 
Thy Son hath willed us to make : having in remembrance 
His blessed passion, mighty resurrection, and glorious 
ascension, rendering unto Thee most hearty thanks, for 
the innumerable benefits procured unto us by the same, 
entirely desiring Thy fatherly goodness, mercifully to 
accept this our Sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving : most 
humbly beseeching Thee to grant, that by the merits aud 
death of Thy Son Jesus Christ, and through faith in His 
blood, we and all Thy whole Church may obtain remis- 
sion of our sins, and all other benefits of His passion. 

And here we offer and present unto Thee O Lord our- 
self, our souls, and bodies, to be a reasonable, holy, and 
lively sacrifice unto Thee : humbly beseeching Thee, that 
whosoever shall be partakers of this holy communion, 
may worthily receive the most precious body and blood of 
Thy Son Jesus Christ, and be fulfilled with Thy grace 
and heavenly benediction, and made one body with Thy 
Son Jesus Christ, that He may dwell in them, and they 
in Him. And although we be unworthy (through our 
manifold sins) to offer unto Thee any sacrifice : yet we 
beseech Thee to accept this our bonnden duty and service, 
and command these our prayers and supplications, by the 
ministry of Thy holy angels, to be brought up into Thy 
holy tabernacle before the sight of Thy divine majesty; 
not weighing our merits, but pardoning our offences, 
through Christ our Lord; by Whom, and with Whom, in 
the unity of the Holy Ghost, all honour and glory, be 
unto Thee, O Father Almighty, world without end. 
Amen." 
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In examining this prayer of consecration, we see at 
once that every thing is ajar. There is no harmony in 
the parts. First, we have an Invocation. God is asked 
to bless the gifts and creatures of bread and wine. They 
are still mere bread and wine; and this petition here, 
answers to that lesser Oblation in our Prayer Book, when 
in our Prayer for Christ's Church militant, (of which I 
shall have a word to say presently) we humbly beseech 
the Almighty and ever living God, most mercifully to 
accept our alms and oblations and to receive our prayers. 
It is in fact added on to the Prayer for the whole state of 
Christ's Church, and is entirely out of place as we find it 
here. The prayer itself, up to this addition, is very beau- 
tiful ; and the portions, our present prayer has omitted, 
will perhaps one day be restored to us. 

Then the Oblation, is no oblation at all, for it does not 
contain the vital words* " these Thy holy gifts which we 
now offer unto Thee." And more than this, in the passage 
adapted from that grand prayer of the Roman service, 
" Command by the ministry of Thy holy angels," all men- 
tion is omitted of the holy gifts, now lying before God on 
His altar upon earth, and He is besought to cause the 
angels to carry up only our prayers and supplications and 
not, (and this properly enough) to His altar in heaven, 
high and lifted up, but " unto Thy holy Tabernacle." 

* It is worth noting that the sympathetic writer in the Church 
Quarterly for October, 1880, while printing in parallel columns 
the three "Oblations' 7 of the Book of 1549, the Scottish book, 
and our own, should have omitted from the two latter the 
words in question "Thy holy gifts which we now offer unto 
Thee," and made all three prayers read alike. Are there two 
Scottish offices, one with the words printed in capitals, and one 
without the words at all ? If this be so with them, it is not so 
with us. The words were put in in 1790 and remain. 
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It would seem as if all thought of a sacrifice had been 
eliminated from this Canon, as far as the intention and 
design of the framers and compilers are concerned. 
Throughout we hear of our prayers and supplications, 
and nothing, but in the faintest way, of the great and 
holy gifts, made by the words of institution of the one great 
High priest, of ineffable value, majesty, and holiness. 

Of course their intention, if such it was, has not been 
allowed to prevail, and by the words of the Institution 
the sacrifice is there. 



And it shall come to pass in the last days that the 
mountain of the Lord's house shall be established in the 
top of the mountains, and shall be exalted above the hills ; 
and all nations shall flow into it. And in this mountain 
— the Church of the living God — shall the Lord of 
Hosts make unto all people a feast of fat things, a feast 
of wines on the lees, of fat things full of marrow, of wines 
on the lees well refined. And He will destroy in this 
mountain the face of the covering cast over all people, 
and the veil that is spread over all nations. And He will 
swallow up death in victory. 



Compare this book of 1549 with ours. Mark the 
stately progress in our Canon, how each part follows the 
other properly and solemnly, the words of Institution 
of our blessed Lord, the hearty and humble Oblation of 
the Holy Gifts to the Lord and Father, the Invocation 
that the Holy Ghost the Comforter, living and life giving, 
will come down upon these gifts, and upon us, His wor- 
shippers ; that God will indeed accept this our sacrifice 
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of praise and thanksgiving, the fruit of our lips, as the 
Apostle gives it ; the calves of our lips as the prophet 
Hosea; and with this great sacrifice presenting also our- 
selves, our souls and bodies, a reasonable, holy and living 
sacrifice. Prepared in this way, and having sung an 
Hymn to Him That hath redeemed us, and made us 
kings, and priests unto our God, we come contrite, and 
humble, to feed on those fat things full of marrow, those 
wines on the lees well refined. 

Compare the two, and who could want to go back to 
that barren and jejune book. The English Churchman 
may reasonably want to get something fuller than his 
dreadfully meagre Canon, and it is proper and right for 
him to long and labour for something better than what he 
has. But we have the true form already, in all its essen- 
tials, and in most of its accessories. A very few changes, 
one or two additions, are all that would be required, to 
make our service as nearly perfect as any human work 
can be. 

For instance : in the rubric before the long exhortation 
change shall to may, that the priest may use his discretion 
according to the frequency of his celebrations : in the 
Oblation add the omitted words " and Thy terrible com- 
ing again to judgment :" remove the Prayer of Humble 
access from its present misplaced position, and put it after 
the "Hymn," and just before the communion of the priest: 
add to the Triumphal hymn, the omitted words, (so as to 
bring it to its original shape,) " Hosanna to the Son of 
David, Blessed be He That cometh in the name of the 
Lord. Hosanna in the highest." 

These are smaller matters. Our real loss, and true 
desideratum, is the cut out portion of the Prayer for the 
Church militant. 
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"And here we do give unto Thee most high praise, and 
hearty thanks, for the wonderful grace and virtue, declared 
in all Thy saints, from the beginning of the world : And 
chiefly in the glorious and most blessed Virgin Mary, 
mother of Thy Son Jesus Christ our Lord and Gob, and 
in the holy patriarchs, prophets, apostles, and martyrs, 
whose examples (O Lord) and steadfastness in Thy faith, 
and keeping Thy holy commandments, grant us to follow. 

We commend unto Thy mercy (O Lord) all other Thy 
servants, which are departed hence from us, with the sign 
of faith, and now do rest in the sleep of peace : Grant 
unto them, we beseech Thee, Thy mercy, and everlasting 
peace, and that at the day of the general resurrection, we 
and all they which be of the mystical body of Thy Son, 
may altogether be set on His right hand, and hear that His 
most joyful voice : Come unto Me, O ye that be blessed 
of My Father, and possess the kingdom, which is prepared, 
for you from the beginning of the world." 

The bidding prayer — one of the few remnants of the 
ancient bidding prayers of the Deacon, which we have 
retained — of the book of 1549 is : Let us pray for the 
whole state of Christ's Church. In that miserable book 
of 1552, which, though never used itself, left a sufficiently 
noxious inheritance after it, this is changed into : Let us 
pray for the whole state of Christ's Church militant here 
in earth. And all mention and remembrance of the de- 
parted servants of the Lord is of course omitted. This 
state of affairs remained in Elizabeth's book of 1559. 
But in that of 1662, the sufficiently mild recollection of 
the dead in Christ, as we have it now, was added : ** and 
we also bless Thy holy name, for all thy servants departed 
this life in Thy faith and fear, beseeching Thee to give us

grace so to follow their good examples, that with them 
we may be partakers of Thy heavenly kingdom." 

Bishop Cosin altered the bidding prayer to " Let us 
offer up our prayers and praises for the good estate of 
Christ's Catholick Church :" and made the same altera- 
tion in the first rubric, at the end of the Communion ser- 
vice. This was adopted by Convocation, but was, by 
some unauthorized persons, altered back again to the form 
of 1552, as regards the Prayer itself, the reference to it 
in the Rubric being left as he fixed it, in all the Sealed 
Books, says Blunt; and in the Sealed Book sent to Ireland, 
where it stands; "shall be said all that is appointed at t!ie 
Communion until the end of the general prayer for the 
good estate of the Catholick Church of Christ, 9 '* And 
in a copy I have here by me, of the date of 1684, James 
II then reigning, the rubric, in this place, reads still, 
*• For the good estate of the Catholick Church of Christ." 
By what authority was it altered subsequently ? 

" In the* primitive church too, says Wheatley,t their 
prayers were more extensive, and took in the dead as well 
as the living ; not that they had any notion of the Romish 
purgatory, or so much as imagined that those whom they 
prayed for were racked or tormented with any temporary 
pain. There were some of the ancients, it is true, who 
believed (and it seems to have been the current opinion 
from Origen downwards) that the trial we shall undergo 
at the last great day will be a state of purgation ; which 
they imagined to consist of a probational fire, through 
which all must pass (even the prophets and apostles, and

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the Virgin Mary herself not excepted) and which shall 
differently affect us, as we shall be differently prepared: 
and upon this perhaps some of them might found the 
prayers they used for the departed saints. 

Others again believed that Christ should reign a thou- 
sand years upon earth, before the final day of judgment; 
and also supposed that the saints should arise to enjoy 
and partake of this happy state, before the general resur- 
rection of the dead : and therefore they prayed for the 
souls of the deceased, that they might not only rest in 
peace for the present, but also obtain part in the first 
resurrection. However they all agreed in this, that the 
interval between death and the end of the world is a state 
of expectation and imperfect bliss, in which the souls of 
the righteous wait for the completion and perfection of 
their happiness at the consummation of all things : and 
therefore, whilst they were praying for the Catholic 
Church, they thought it not improper to add a petition in 
behalf of that larger and better part of it which had gone 
before them, that they might all together obtain a blessed 
and glorious resurrection, and be brought at last to a per- 
fect fruition of happiness in heaven. By this means they 
testified their love and respect to the dead, declared their 
belief in the communion of saints, and kept up in them- 
selves a lively sense of the soul's immortality. And with 
this intent a petition for the deceased was continued by 
our reformers, in this very prayer of which we are now 
discoursing, in the first Common Prayer Book of King 
Edward VI. 

But this, with a larger thanksgiving for the examples 
of the saints than what we now use, was left out of the 
second book, upon the exceptions of Bucer, and Calvin, 
and the words militant here on earthy were added to the 
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exhortation, Let us pray for the whole state of Christ's 
Church, in order to limit the prayer to the living only. 
The substance of the thanksgiving indeed was added again 
afterwards, first to the Scotch Liturgy, and then to our 
own at the last review : though that in the Scotch Liturgy 
keeps closest to the words in the first book of King Ed- 
ward. And though the direct petition for the faithful 
departed is still discontinued, yet, were it not for the re- 
striction of the words, militant here on earth, they might 
be supposed to be implied in our present form, when we 
beg of God that we with them may be partakers of His 
heavenly kingdom" 

So far Charles Wheatley. Wheatley's book was per- 
haps the one book on the Prayer Book, with which the 
clergy of the Colonial days, and the bishops and clergy 
of the early days of our Republic, were thoroughly ac- 
quainted, or which indeed was readily accessible to them. 

In the " Course of Ecclesiastical studies, established by 
the House of Bishops in the Convention of 1804, in pur- 
suance of a Resolution of the preceding General Conven- 
tion," occurs this paragraph : 

"It seems not unnecessary to require attention to the 
History of the Common Prayer, the grounds on which 
the different Services are constructed, and the meaning of 
the Rubrics. Perhaps a careful study of Dr. Wheatley 
on the Common Prayer, and of the late work of Mr. 
Reeves, will be sufficient." 

When the Bishops, and Clergy, and Laity in Conven- 
tion assembled, in 1789, struck out part of the objection- 
able words animadverted upon by Wheatley, and left the 
bidding prayer as we now have it, " Let us pray for the 
whole state of Christ's Church militant," omitting "here 
in earth," did they, guided by his teaching, intend to 
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restore the full meaning of the old form, and join the re- 
membrance of the dead in Christ, those who rest from 
their labours, in faith, with that of the living, and loving, 
and struggling here ? There are those who think they did. 
At any rate we have regained much, and wait now for the 
restoration of those comfortable words, which our sins and 
the sins of our fathers have for the time lost to us. That 
restoration will, in God's good time, come to us. The 
tide has risen steadily since 1790. What was gained 
by the Book of Common Prayer that year authorized and 
published has never been lost. What has seemed to 
weaken us has really made us stronger. Each new gene- 
ration has more fully understood, more fully grasped or 
rather has been more fully grasped by, its teaching. No 
one knows how, it has quietly gone on permeating all 
minds. Nay many thai oppose certain doctrines, therein 
taught, in words, really hold them in their hearts, only 
they have never put them into words. Their belief is 
better than their confession.

THE KIDDUSCH. 

Besides this on the evening before the Sabbath, wine 
must, if possible, be procured, and a blessing must be. 
spoken over it, and the wine drunk, for in this way will 
the Sabbath be hallowed. 

The Blessing, which must be spoken over the wine, and 
which in the Hebrew is called Kiddusch is as follows : 

" Thus the heavens and the earth were finished and all 
the host of them. And on the seventh day God ended 
His work which He had made ; and He rested on the 
seventh day from all His work which He had made. 
And God blessed the seventh day and sanctified it : be- 
cause that in it He had rested from all His work which 
God created and made."* 

After which is said: Blessed art Thou O Lord, our 
God, King of the World, for Thou hast created the fruit 
of the vine. 

Blessed art Thou O Lord, our God, King of the world, 
for Thou hast hallowed us by Tliy commandments, and 
hast had pleasure in us, and hast given us Thy holy Sab- 
bath out of love and mercy, in remembrance of the crea-

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tion, for it is the first day among the holy convocations, 
a memory of the coming out of Egypt. Yea, Thou hast 
chosen us and hallowed us before all people, and hast 
given us Thy holy Sabbath out of love and mercy. 
Blessed be Thou O Lord, for Thou hast hallowed the 
Sabbath. page 112. 

THE HABDALAH. 

The Sabbath evening prayer differs in nothing from 
the ordinary week day prayer. After it however each one 
when he has returned home, must once more ask a bless- 
ing over a cup of wine. This is called Habdalah. One 
wax candle at least must also be lighted. 

Behold, God is my salvation ; I will trust and not be 
afraid : for the Lord Jehovah is my strength and my 
song, He also is become my salvation. Therefore with joy 
shall ye draw water out of the wells of salvation.* Salva- 
tion belongeth unto the Lord : Thy blessing is upon Thy 
people.

Provision has been made in Germany and Poland to 
have the Kiddusch and Habdalah spoken in the syna- 
gogues before the assembled community over a cup of wine 
by the precentor, because the costliness of the wine makes 
it impossible for the poor to do this for themselves. Every 
one who is in this condition must pray silently with the 
precentor as he repeats the Habdalah and the Kiddusch.

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APPENDIX B. 

The glowing description given by the Son of Sirach, 
of the public worship in his day, and of Simon the High 
Priest, will convey a clear idea of the Christian worship 
of those early times, and of the Christian ministers. 

* How was he honoured in the midst of the people in 
his coming out of the house of the veil. 

He was as the morning star in the midst of a cloud, and 
as the moon at the full ; as the sun shining upon the Tem- 
ple of the Most High, and as the rainbow giving light in 
the bright clouds; and as the flower of roses in the spring 
of the year, as lilies by the rivers of waters, and as the 
branches of the frankincense tree in the time of sum- 
mer ; as fire and incense in the censer, and as a vessel of 
beaten gold set with all manner of precious stones ; and 
as a fair olive tree budding forth fruit, and as a cypress 
tree which groweth up to the clouds. 

When he put on the robe of honour, and was clothed 
with the perfection of glory, when he went up to the holy 
altar, he made the garment of holiness honourable. When 
he took the portions out of the priest's hands, he himself 
stood by the hearth of the altar, compassed with his 
brethren round about, as a young cedar in Libanus ; and 
as palm trees compassed they him round about. So were 
all the sons of Aaron in their glory, and the oblations of 
the Lord in their hands, before all the congregation of 
Israel.

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And finishing the service at the altar, that he might 
adorn the offering of the Most High Almighty, he stretched 
out his hand to the cup, and poured of the blood of the 
grape, he poured out at the foot of the altar a sweet- 
smelling savour unto the most high King of all. Then 
shouted the sons of Aaron, and sounded the silver trum- 
pets, and made a great noise to be heard, for a remem- 
brance before the Most High. 

Then all the people together hasted, and fell down to 
the earth upon their faces to worship their Lord God 
Almighty, the Most High. The singers also sang praises 
with their voices, with great variety of sounds was there 
made sweet melody. And the people besought the Lord, 
the Most High, by prayer before Him That is merciful, 
till the solemnity of the Lord was ended, and they had 
finished His service. 

Then he went down, and lifted up his hands over the 
whole congregation of the children of Israel, to give the 
blessing of the Lord with his lips, and to rejoice in His 
name. And they bowed themselves down to worship the 
second time, that they might receive a blessing from the 
Most High. 

Now therefore bless ye the God of all, which only doeth 
wondrous things everywhere, which exalteth our days 
from the womb, and dealeth with us according to His 
mercy. He grant us joyfulness of heart, and that peace 
may be in our days in Israel forever ; that He would con- 
firm His mercy with us, and deliver us at His time."*

This contains only, as the name imports, the Altar ser- 
vices. 

The Dutch: has no title page. It begins with the 
Catechism, and contains, besides the confession of faith of 
the reformed Church in the Netherlands ; a short account 
of the Christian religion for those who wish to come to the 
holy Supper of the Lord; various prayers; formularies 
for the baptism of the children of believers; for that of 
adults; the holy Supper; &c. &c. &c. 

Formularies with which to celebrate the 

holy Supper. 



From the Dutch Prayer Book. 

Beloved in the Lord Jesus Christ, hear the words of 
the institution of the holy Supper of our Lord Jesus 
Christ which the holy Apostle Paul describes for us — 1 
Cor. II : 23-29 incl. 

" For I have received of the Lord that which also I 
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delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus the same night 
in which He was betrayed took bread ; and when He had 
given thanks, He brake it, and said, Take, eat : this is My 
body, which is broken for you : this do in remembrance 
of Me. After the same manner also He took the cup, when 
He had supped, saying, This cup is the new testament in 
My blood : this do ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remem- 
brance of Me. For as often as ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do shew the Lord's death till He come. 
Wherefore whosoever shall eat this bread and drink this 
cup of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. But let a man examine himself, 
and so let him eat of that bread, and drink of that cup. 
For he that eateth and drinketh unworthily, eateth and 
drinketh damnation to himself, not discerning the Lord's 
body. 

That we now to our consolation may hold the Lord's 
supper, it is before all things needful for us : first, that we 
beforehand examine ourselves rightly, secondly that we 
direct it to that end whereto the Lord Christ hath or- 
dained and instituted it, namely to His remembrance. 

The true examination of ourselves consists in these three 
things. First let each one by himself bethink him of his 
sins, and iniquities, that he may be displeased with him- 
self and humble himself before God: considering that the 
wrath of God against sin is so great that He (rather than 
let it be unpunished) has punished it on His dear Son 
Jesus Christ, with the bitter and shameful death of the 
cross. 

Secondly let each one search his heart, whether he also 
believes these sure promises of God ; that all his sins are 
forgiven him solely for the sake of the sufferings and death 
of Jesus Christ : and the perfect righteousness of Christ is 
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reckoned and given to him as his own ; yea as completely 
as if he himself, in his own person, had satisfied for all his 
sins, and had fulfilled all righteousness. 

Thirdly let each one search his conscience whether he 
is also minded to show hereafter with his whole life thank- 
fulness towards God the Lord, and to walk uprightly 
before the face of God. Also whether he without any 
pretence, laying aside from his heart all enmity, hate, and 
envy, has an earnest intention from now on to live in true 
love and unity with his neighbour. 

All those who are thus minded God will certainly re- 
ceive in mercy, and will hold them for worthy partakers 
of the table of his Son Jesus Christ. On the contrary 
those who do not feel this witness in their hearts, eat and 
drink a condemnation to themselves. Wherefore we also 
after the command of Christ, and of the Apostle Paul, 
warn to abstain from the table of the Lord all who know 
themselves to be defiled with the following crimes; and 
announce to them that they have no share in the king- 
dom of Christ; and namely, all idolaters, all who invoke 
deceased saints, angels, or other creatures, all who show 
honour to images, all magicians and soothsayers, who bless 
beasts or men or other things, and those who give belief 
to such blessings, all despisers of God and of His Word, 
and of the holy Sacraments; all blasphemers, all who de- 
sire to create discord, sects and disturbances in church 
and worldly rule; all perjurers; all who are disobedient 
to parents and rulers, all murderers, brawlers, and who 
live in hate and envy with their neighbours ; all adulter- 
ers, whoremongers, drunkards, thieves, usurers, robbers, 
dicers, misers, and all who live a dissolute life. These all, 
as long as they continue in such crimes, should refrain 
from this food (which Christ ordained to His faithful 

12* 
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alone) that their judgment and condemnation be not thus 
the harder. 

But this, dearly beloved brothers and sisters in the Lord, 
is not held before us in order to make feeble the humbled 
hearts of the faithful, as if no one could come to the Sup- 
per of the Lord unless he was without sin. For we come 
not to this Supper to show thereby that we are in our- 
selves perfect and righteous ; but on the contrary, foras- 
much as . we seek our life without ourselves in Jesus 
Christ, so do we by this mean acknowledge that we are 
in the midst of death. 

Therefore although we perceive in ourselves many 
shortcomings and miseries, as for instance, that we have 
no perfect faith, that we do not apply ourselves to the 
service of God with such zeal as we should, but have 
daily to struggle with the weakness of our faith, and 
the evil lusts of our flesh, still, notwithstanding, since 
through the grace of the Holy Spirit, such failings are 
grievous to us, and we from our hearts desire to fight 
against our unbelief, and to live according to all the 
commandments of God; so should we be certain and 
assured that no sin, no weakness, which against our will 
still remains in us, can hinder us, that God should not 
receive us in mercy, and make us worthy, and partaking 
of this heavenly food and drink. 

Moreover let us now consider why the Lord has insti- 
tuted His Supper for us; namely, that we should do this 
in His remembrance. But we should thus think of Him 
therein. First, that we thoroughly in our hearts believe 
that our Lord Jesus Christ according to the promises 
made to the fathers in the old Testament from the begin- 
ning, was sent into this world by the Father, took upon 
him our flesh and blood, bore for us the wrath of God, 
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(under which we must have sunk eternally) from the be- 
ginning of His becoming man to the end of His life upon 
earth, fulfilled for us all obedience of the divine law, and 
righteousness, especially when the burden of our sins and 
the wrath of God forced from Him in the garden the 
bloody sweat, when He was bound that He might unbind 
us, where He suffered countless insults that we might 
never come to shame ; guiltless was condemned to death, 
that we might be declared free before the judgment seat 
of God, yea suffered His blessed body to be nailed upon 
the cross, that He might fasten to it the handwriting of 
our sins. And has thus taken the curse upon Himself 
from us, that He might fill us with His blessing. And 
has humbled himself to the very deepest shame and an- 
guish of hell, with body and soul, on the wood of the 
Cross, when He cried with loud voice "My God, My 
God, why hast Thou forsaken Me," that we might be 
taken by God, and never be given up by Him. And 
finally has completed by His death and bloodshedding the 
new and eternal Testament, the bond of mercy and recon- 
ciliation, when He said "It is finished." 

And that we should firmly believe that we belong to 
this bond of mercy, the Lord Jesus at His last Supper 
took the bread, gave thanks, brake it, and gave it to His 
disciples and said, Take, eat, this is My body that is given 
for you, Do this in remembrance of Me. Likewise after 
Supper, He took the cup, gave thanks, and said, Drink 
ye all of this, this cup is the new Testament in My blood, 
which is shed for you and for many for the forgiveness of 
sins. Do this, as oft as ye drink of it in remembrance 
of Me. That is, as often as ye eat of this bread and drink 
of this cup, shall ye thereby, as by a sure remembrance 
and pledge, be warned and assured of this My hearty love 
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and faith towards you, that I for you (when otherwise 
ye must have died the eternal death) gave My body to 
death on the wood of the Cross and poured out My blood, 
and fed and refreshed your hungry and thirsty souls with 
that same my crucified body and shed blood, just as surely 
as this bread is broken before the eyes of each one, and 
this cup is given to him, and ye eat and drink the same 
in remembrance of Me, with your mouths. 

From this institution of the holy supper of our Lord 
Jesus Christ we see that He would have us believe and 
trust in. Hi3 perfect offering, which was made once on the 
Cross, as the sole ground and foundation of our salvation, 
where He became a true food and drink of eternal life to 
our hungry and thirsty souls. For through His death He 
has taken away the cause of our eternal hunger and misery, 
namely, sin, and obtained for us the alive-making Spirit ; 
that we through the same Spirit (Who dwells in Christ, as 
in the head, and in us as His members) should have a true 
communion with Him, and become partakers of all His 
benefits, of eternal life, of righteousness, and glory. Be- 
sides that we through the same Spirit should be bound one 
with the other as members of one body, in true brotherly 
love, as the holy Apostle says, it is one bread, so are 
we, being many, one body, since we all are partakers of 
one bread. For as out of many seeds one meal is ground 
and one loaf baken, and out of many grapes which are 
crushed together one wine and drink flows, and they are 
mingled one with the other, so should we all who are 
incorporate in Christ through the true belief, be all to- 
gether one body through brotherly love, for Christ our 
beloved Saviour's sake, Who has so exceedingly loved us 
beforehand, and show this not alone with words one to 
the other, but in deed. Thereto may the Almighty God 
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and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ help us through His 
Holy Qhost. Amen. 

In order that we may obtain all this, let us humble 
ourselves before God, and call upon Him with true faith 
for His mercy. 

Merciful God and Father, We beseech Thee that Thou 
in this Supper (in which we make the glorious remem- 
brance of the bitter death of Thy dear Son Jesus Christ) 
wilt work in our hearts by Thy Holy Ghost, that we may 
ever the longer the more give ourselves over to Thy Son 
Jesus Christ with a true trust, that our burdened and 
downcast hearts may be fed and refreshed with His true 
body and blood, yea with the true God and man, the only 
heavenly bread, through the power of the Holy Ghost. 
And that we may no longer live in our sins, but He in us 
and we in Him, and thus may truly partake of the new 
and eternal Testament and Bond of Mercy. That we do 
not doubt that Thou wilt forever be our merciful Father, 
never reckon our sins to us, and care for us with all 
things for body and soul as Thy loved children and heirs. 
Grant us also Thy mercy, that we encouraged may take 
our cross upon us, deny ourselves, confess our Saviour, 
and in all troubles with uplifted head wait for our Lord 
from heaven, when He shall make our mortal bodies like 
unto His transformed and glorious body, and take us to 
Himself for ever. Amen. 

Our Father Who art in Heaven &c. 

Strengthen us also through this holy Supper in the 
universal undoubted Christian faith, of which we make 
profession with mouth and heart, saying 

I believe in God &c. 

That we may be fed with the true, heavenly bread of 
Christ, let us not with our hearts remain clinging to the 
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outward bread and wine, bat lift them upwards onto hea- 
ven, where Christ Jesus is our Intercessor, at the right 
hand of His heavenly Father, whither also the articles of 
oar Christian faith point us, not doubting that we through 
the working of the Holy Ghost shall be as truly fed and 
refreshed in our souls with His body and blood, as we re- 
ceive that holy food and drink, to His remembrance. 

In the breaking and sharing of the bread the minister 
shall say: 

The bread which we break is the communion of the 
body of Christ. 

And as he gives the cup : 

The cup of thanksgiving, wherewith we bless, is the 
communion of the blood of Christ. 

While they commune, they shall sing devout songs, or 
read certain chapters for the remembrance of the death of 
Christ, for instance Isaiah 53, John 13-18, or such like. 

After the completion of the communion the minister 
shall say : 

Beloved in the Lord, forasmuch as the Lord has now 
fed our souls at His table, let us therefore all together with 
thanksgiving praise His name, and each one say in his 
heart thus — 

Praise the Lord, O my soul : and all that is within me, 
praise his holy Name. 

Praise the Lord, O my soul : and forget not all his 
benefits. 

Who forgiveth all thy sin : and healeth all thine infirm- 
ities ; 

Who saveth thy life from destruction : and crowneth 
thee with mercy and loving kindness ; 

The Lord is full of compassion and mercy : long-suffer- 
ing and of great goodness. 
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He hath not dealt with us after our sins : nor rewarded 
us according to our wickednesses. 

For look how high the heaven is in comparison of the 
earth : so great is his mercy also toward them that fear 
him. 

Look how wide also the east is from the west : so far 
hath he set our sins from us. 

Yea, like as a father pitieth his own children : even so 
is the Lord merciful unto them that fear him. 

Who also has not spared His own Son, but has given 
Him for us all, and has given us with Him all things. In 
this has God shown His love towards us, that whilst we 
were yet sinners Christ died for us ; so shall we also much 
more be kept from His anger now that we have been justi- 
fied by His blood. For as we were reconciled with God 
through the death of His Son when we were yet sinners, 
so much more shall we be saved through His life now that 
we are reconciled with Him. Therefore shall my mouth 
and heart proclaim the praise of the Lord from now on 
for ever. Amen. 

Let each one say with devout heart, O Almighty, mer- 
ciful God and Father, we thank Thee with full heart that 
Thou, out of thy boundless mercy, hast given us Thy only 
begotten Son, for a mediator, and offering for our sins, 
and for a food and drink of eternal life : and that Thou 
givest us a true faith through which we are partakers of 
this Thy benefit. Thou hast also for our confirmation 
therein, caused thy dear Son Jesus Christ to institute and 
ordain His holy Supper : 

We pray Thee O true God and Father, that Thou 
through the working of Thy Holy Ghost, wilt let the re- 
membrance of our Lord Jesus Christ, and the announce- 
ment of His death avail us to a daily increase in the right 
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faith and blessed communion of Christ; through the same 
Thy dear Son Jesus Christ, in Whose name we thus con- 
clude our prayers : 

Our Father Who art in Heaven &c. &c. 



From the Swedish Church Manual, 

When all is finished in the pulpit, there is sung a short 
psalm, or a few verses, while the priest goes to the altar. 
When the Supper is held, and the song is done, the priest, 
turned towards the people, begins with the following ex- 
hortation : 

Blessed Christians, Lift up devout hearts! Consider 
with reverence the means of grace wherewith God's mer- 
ciful love at Jesus' board consoles penitent and burdened 
souls ! Here to-day Jesus' Supper is held. Here is given 
and taken under bread and wine, His body and blood, in a 
supernatural and inexplicable manner, according to God's 
own wisdom, truth, and almightiness, Who Himself has 
instituted the holy Supper. How we shall be found fit to 
be partakers of these precious possessions, the apostle 
Paul teaches us, when he exhorts us, that we each one for 
himself, should examine ourselves, and so eat of that bread 
and drink of that cup. And we have indeed rightly 
examined ourselves, when we remember our sins and 
transgressions, hunger and thirst after righteousness and 
reconciling mercy in Christ, whereof all penitents are 
assured in this sacrament, and when we have a solemn 
purpose to be better hereafter, to avoid sin, and lead a 
righteous life. So also has our Lord commanded to use 
this sacrament in His remembrance, that is, that we 
therein remember His death and bloodshedding, and con- 
sider and believe that this was done for the forgiveness of 
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our sins. Therefore if we, with genuine sorrow of heart 
and reliance on our dear Redeemer, eat of this bread and 
drink of this cup, in a steadfast trust in the word which 
we now hear, that Christ is dead for us, and His blood 
shed for our sins ; then are we also assured of the forgive- 
ness of our sins, we are delivered from death, which is 
the wages of sin, and obtain eternal life with Christ. 
But he who unworthily, that is with an impenitent ^eart, 
without faith in God's promises, without reconciliation, 
and without purpose of improvement, eats of this bread 
and drinks of the Lord's cup, he is guilty of the Lord's 
body and blood, and brings condemnation upon himself 
thereby. From which God the Father and Son and Holy 
Ghost mercifully preserve us ! Amen. 

Then the priest, still turned towards the people, shall 
sing, or say : 

The Lord be with you. 

The people : The Lord be also with thee. 

The priest : Lift up your hearts to God. 

The people : God lift up our hearts. 

Then the priest turned to the Altar reads or sings : 

Our Lord Jesus Christ in the night in which He was 
betrayed, took the bread, gave thanks, brake it and gave 
to His disciples and said, Take and eat! This is My 
body which was given for you. Do this in remembrance 
of Me. 

Likewise took He also the cup, gave thanks and gave 
to His disciples and said, Take and drink all of you of 
this! For this cup is the New Testament in My blood, 
which is shed for you and for many for the forgiveness of 
sins. Do this, as often as ye do it in remembrance of Me. 

Then is read or sung : 
13 
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Holy, Holy, Holy, Lord God Almighty ! Full are the 
heavens and the earth of Thy glory. Give salvation from 
on high. Blessed be He that cometh in the name of the 
Lord ! Give salvation from on high ! 

The priest continues : 

Let us all now pray, as our Lord Jesus Christ Himself 
has taught us : 

Ouf Father Who art in Heaven &c. 

Then the priest says, turned to the people, 

The peace of the Lord be with you ! 

Now the guests of the Supper come forward and the 
congregation intone : 

O Lamb of God, That takest away the sins of the world, 
redeem us, O mild Lord God. 

O Lamb of God, That takest away the sins of the world, 
hear us, O mild Lord God. 

O Lamb of God, That takest away the sins of the world, 
give us Thy peace and blessing. 4 

Then one of the proper psalms is sung by the congre- 
gation. During the singing, there is given to each guest 
first the bread, wherewith to each is said : 

Jesus Christ, Whose body thou receivest, preserve thee 
to eternal life ! Amen. 

Then the cup, and again is said to each : 

Jesus Christ, Whose blood thou receivest, preserve thee 
to eternal life ! Amen. 

When the singing is ended, the priest turned to the 
congregation, says : 

The Lord be with you. 

Let us give thanks and pray. 

The priest turns to the altar. 

We thank Thee, Almighty Father, Who hast instituted 
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this holy Supper through Thy Son Jesus Christ, for our 
comfort and salvation, and beseech Thee, grant us Thy 
grace so to celebrate the remembrance of Jesus upon 
earth, that we may also be partakers of the great Supper 
in heaven. Amen. 

Or 

We thank Thee Almighty God, that Thou hast com- 
forted and refreshed us by this precious feast of mercy, 
and beseech Thee that it may be to the strengthening of 
our faith, and of ourselves to an increase in godliness and 
all Christian virtues, through Thy Son, Jesus Christ our 
Lord ! Amen. 

Then the priest turns to the altar and sings 

Let us praise and thank the Lord — 
Hallelujah, hallelujah, hallelujah! 

To the Lord be praise and thanksgiving- 
Hallelujah, hallelujah, hallelujah ! 

Finally the priest says — 

Bow your hearts to the Lobd to receive the blessing — 

The Lord bless you, and keep you ; the Lord make 
His face shine upon you, and be gracious unto you ; the 
Lord lift up His countenance upon you and give you 
eternal peace ; in the name of God the Father, Son and 
Holy Ghost. Amen. 

The service of God is closed with a psalm or verse.

Sacrament of Chris?* Supper. 

Dearest friends of Christ, in order that ye may rightly 
and worthily receive the precious Sacrament, ye must 
know especially these two things, which are — what ye 
shall believe, and do. The word, Christ said, " this is 
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My body which is given for you," again, u this is My 
blood which is shed for you, for the forgiveness of sins," 
ye shall thoroughly believe to be so in truth, that Jesus 
Christ is Himself present with His body and blood in the 
Sacrament, according to the meaning of the words. More- 
over ye shall also believe from Christ's word " for the for- 
giveness of sins," that Jesus Christ gives you His body 
and blood for a confirmation of the forgiveness of all your 
sins. For the last, ye shall completely obey the command 
of Christ when He commands you saying " take and eat 
this," again " drink ye all of this," again " do this in 
remembrance of Me." For He has given us His body 
and blood to eat and drink, for the forgiveness of sins, 
and beside this to remember His passion and death. 

Therefore when ye thus believe this word of Christ and 
do after His commandment, then are ye rightly approved, 
as Paul says, and can worthily eat Christ's body and 
drink His blood, for the forgiveness of your sins. Thereto 
God give you His mercy through the same Jesus Christ 
our Lord! And for this will we pray saying from the 
heart : 

Our Father Who art in heaven &c. 

Our Lord in the night He was betrayed took bread and 
when He had given thanks, He brake it and said, Take, 
eat, this is My body which is broken for you ; this do in 
remembrance of Me. 

Likewise after supper he took the cup, saying, This 
cup is the new testament in My blood, this do ye, as oft 
as ye drink it, in remembrance of Me. 

This is Jesus' true body. 
This is Jesus' true blood. 
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The crucified and risen Christ Jesus Who has now fed 
and refreshed you with His holy body and blood, where- 
with He hath made satisfaction for 'all your sins, He 
strengthen and uphold you therewith, in a true faith unto 
eternal life ! 

Collect. 

Let us all pray ; 

We thank Thee, Lord, almightiest eternal God, that 
Thou hast refreshed us with these blessed gifts. We be- 
seech Thy mercy that Thou wilt let us rightly receive 
these same gifts for the strengthening of our faith in Thee, 
and for a burning love between ourselves, one with an- 
other, for the sake of Thy Son Jesus Christ, our Lord. 
Amen.
